JHE HOME RULE BILL TO BE 
MODIFIED. 
@ INPORTANT CABINET MEETING—THE BILL 
TO BE DROPPED AFTER SECOND READ- 
ING AND DISSOLUTION TO FOLLOW. 


Lonpon, May 25.—The Cabinet met at 
aoon. The conference is generally regarded as 
txceptionally important, and as bexring directiy 
pn the present political crisis. When the Cabi- 
net hud been in session haif an hour a special 
messenger was dispatched after Baron Herschell, 
Lord High Chancellor. He was at the time en- 


gaged in a great lawsuit, but the nature of the 


summons he received induced him abruptly to 
rancel his engagement and repair to the Cabinet 
meeting. It is stated that the Cabinet will cer- 
tainly decide whether or not the Government 
Will dissolve Parliament and go to the couatry 
pn the Premier’s Irish policy. The meeting 
lasted an hour and twenty minutes. Five min- 
utes after the adjournment Mr. Gladstone 
ptarted for Windsor Castle to see the Queen. It 
\s rumored that he will advise the Queen im- 
nediately to dissolve Parliament. 

The general opinion is that the Cabinet re- 
folved on a dissolution of Parliament and an ap- 
peal to the country, if the Govrenment be de- 
feated on the second reading of the Home Rule 
biil. Itis thoughtthat Mr. Gladstone’s visit to 
Windsor Castile this afternoon was made for the 
purpose of securing the Queen's consent to dis- 
polution, before the departure of the Court to- 
morrow night for Balmoral Castle. 

Tie upsbot of the Cabinet meeting is virtually 
@ move in the direction of a concession to the 
disaffected Liberals. Several of the Ministers 
urged that clause 24of the Home Rule bill be 
eliminated. After a long discussion it was de- 
cided to leave the matter in Mr. Gladstone's 
hands to deal with as he might think fit. His 
mind was apparently quickly made up, for early 


In the evening the Government whips were in- 
tructed to -ummon tne rank and file of the 

iberal Party to a general meeting on Thurs- 
day, when modifications of the Home Rule bill 
will be announced in order to preserve the Gov- 
ernment from defeat on the second reading. 
Mr. Morley was alone in continuing to oppose 
the elision of clause 24. 

The Hartington section maintain their enmity 
fo the bill, and will not attend the Liberal con- 
ference. The Ministers are confident that, with 
the accession of 35 Radical dissidents and 
* doubtfuls,”’ they will have a majority of 40. 
The bill will be dropped after the second read- 
ing. Itis probsbie that Parliament will be dis- 
poivedin the Autumn. If the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment be returned the Winter session will be 
devoted exclusively to the discussion of the 
Home Rule bill. . 

Mr. Giadstone went to Windsor to-day in obedi- 
ence toasummons from the Queen, and con- 
veyed to herthe opinion of himself and col- 
jeagues with reference to the Home Rule bill 
and the proposed dissolution of Parhament. The 
Queen intimated that she was willing to meet 
the wishes of the Ministers. 

The Liberal Unionists,in spite of their new 
and untried committee, are sanguine of success 
jn the coming elections. “They are receiving 
financial support daily. Baron Rothschild has 
pent them £500, and it is believed they have re- 
ceived several ilargersums. They are widely cir- 
culating anti-home rule literature, 

The Government dves not promise to recon- 
struct the Home Rule bill, but proposes to with- 
draw it after the second reading and to bring it 
ap for the committee stage later, when objec- 
tions will be dealt with. : 

The home rule debate was resumed in the 
House of Commons to-night. Viscount Ly- 
mington (Liberal) said the bill was a chaotic 
measure. Ireland required social remedies. The 
Rgerarian question was at the root of the 
whole difficulty. The Attorney-General said 
shat one reason ofthe failure of recent Irish 
remedial legislation wastbat it came too late. 
Another reason was that the benefits offered 
were not what the Irish wanted, but what 
Parliament thought they ought ‘have. 
Alluding to Mr. Chamberlain’stviews, the Attor- 
wey-General said the bill would really 
further and not retard federation. The 
protests about Ulster were mainiy bun- 
combe and bluster. The religious question 
was merely a bogus bugvear, intended to fright- 
en the Ulsterites, whose alarm was without 
foundation. Tbe Government, he said, sought 
to substitute a real foran unreal union. (Cheers. 

Mr. Trevelyan asked what the House woul 
have members do whose opinions differed from 
those of their constituents. [Cries of ** Resign !’*] 
"They could hardiy resign on every such 
pecasion,” repiied the speaker. Asfor himself, 
ne continued, he would leave his constituents 
to follow their own course. He was unable to 
support the bill. He failed to agree with the 
Attorney-General that those who favored 
granting autonomy to Treland should 
vote without inquiring into the nature of 
the proposed autonomy. Mr. Trevelyan 
reminded the House that America, when 
asked to pay a tribute of £100,000, had 
chosen separation. What wouid the colonies 
have done if they had been asked to pay 
Rk tribute such as that demanded of Ireland? 
Grattan had indignantly refused to pay to Eng- 
Jand the financial surplus of Ireland. The 
gpeaker then quoted an alleged remark of Mr, 
Parnell, to the effect that he would not rest until 
the last link that connected Ireland with Eng- 
land had been broken. 
’ Mr. Parneil bere interposed, exclaiming: 
* Tnis is not the first time that this calumny has 
been uttered. 1 demand the date and place of 
the speech.” : 

Mr. Trevelyan—Cincinnati. If Mr. Parnell 
gonsiders bis words derogatory let him with- 
araw them and express his regret. 

Mr. Parnell retortea that Mr. Trevelyan had 
not given the date and title of the paper 
from which he quoted. He (Parnell) possessed 
verbatim reports of his Cincinnati speeches, 
which showed that he had not used such words. 

Mr. Trevelyan suid he fully accepted Mr. Par- 
pell’s denial, aud added that the date was Feb. 
3, 1880, and the paper was the Irish World. 
roceeding with his: speech, Mr. Trevelyan 
taid that the chief > objection to the. Land 
Purchase bill was that the measure would prove 
ruinous to the country. He asked why. the 
Government could not aiter the present bill to 
meet the objections of some of its most faithful 
followers. Cries of “Oh!” and cheers. | 
Mr. Healy taunted Mr. Trevelyan with having 
po alternative proposals. e accused Mr. 
Trevelyan of burking copies of the Irish Worid 
directed to Parnellites. 

Mr, ‘lrevelyan said thatthe imputation was a 
Ferious one. He declared that he had never 
opened others’ letters in his life. 

Mr. Healy said he only remarked that while 
Mr. Trevelyan was in office Parnellites did 
not get their apers as directly as 
others did. Mr. Trevelyan did not 
burke himself, did his deputy? Mr. Healy 
continued: ‘if Mr. Gladstone is unable to set- 
tle the matter, which of the differing puny 
whipstersisabie? Better grant the boon gen- 
erousiy than refuse ang plunge the matter into 
the seething cauldron prepared for it.” 

There was considerable excitement in the 
Faouse of Commons this afternoon in conse- 
quence of a rumor that Mr. Gladstone had tend- 
pred the resignation of the Government to the 
Queen. This subsequently proved, however, to 
be without foundation. 

t Some members of the Inniskilling Fusileers, 
atationea at Aldershot, attended a Conservative 
meeting to-day. at which some of the orators 
savagely denounced home rule and described 
the Irisb people us being unfit for self-govern- 
ment. ‘Tne fusileers became enraged at the 
speakers and attacked them and their support- 
ers. The police were cailed in to protect the 
speakers, and a fight ensued hetween them and 
the Irish soldiers. The comrades of the fusi- 
eers went to their assistance, and the police were 
adiy whipped and driven away. They secured 
reinforcements, however, and returning sup- 
pressed the rioting and arrested five soldiers.

EXPERIENCED IN LAYING WIRES. 


ROSWELL P. #LOWER, THE NEW ELEC- 
TRICAL SUBWAY COMMISSIONER. 
ALBANY, May 25.--Gov. Hill appointed 
the Hon. Roswell Pettibone Flower to-day an 
associate of Jacob Hess and Theodore Moss 
upon the Board of Subway Commissions, public 
servants whom the popular fancy paints as in- 
dustriously laboring to perfect a scheme to 
piace under ground all the wires in the city of 
New-York. If Mr. Flower concludes that there 
is nothing sinister in the Governor's act and ac- 
cepts the position, the vacancy created by the 
death of Mr. Churles E. Loew will be filled. 
Mr. Flower is no more of an _  elec- 
trician than his two associates, though, with 
the exception, perhaps, of Mr. Hess, he 
has had the most experience of the three in 
laying pipe and fixing wires, for his operations 
have covered the field from Gotham to Wiscon- 
sin. He arranged a connection with the kickers 
of the Democracy at Saratoga in the Spring of 
1584, and gave such an electrical exhibition that 
for several days the noodles outside of the town 
were in doubt whether he or Cleveland had cap- 
tured the convention. Journeying across the 
prairies to Chicago be there opened a Presiden- 
tial headquarters with the avowed purpose of 
pucking Cleveiand off the track. In this he was 
only partially successful, Cleveland receiving 
892 votes on the first ballot, against the 4 cast 

for Mr. Flower. 

Returning East, the ex-Congressman arranged 
forthe capture of the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, but Goy. Hill wrenched it from him, and 
then magnanimously nominated him for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. It was openly proclaimed 
that “ Davy” had an augur, and as it was well 
known that Mr. Flower bad a ** bar’l,” the know- 
ing ones saw that the boring would begin early 
and peuetrate to its innermost depths. Mr. 
Flower declined to be milked, and the genial 
Jones of Binghamton was nominated, a 
Yankee, as Goy. Hill soon ascertained, who per- 
mitted no great liberties to be taken with his 
* bar’l.”” Great was the Governor’s wrath over 
the position of the ticket thus imperiled. Ked- 
hot were the adjectives heaped by the son of 
Chemung upon the retreating figure of the for- 
mer Congressman. It was never supposed that 
the gulf between them would be bridged, but 
Mr. Flower relented and senta campaign cou- 
tribution which atoned for the past. 

The Albany Democrats, who by this time are 
somewhat acquainted with the Governor’s na- 
ture, haif suspect that he is ridiculing the man 
with Presidential and Gubernatorial ambitions 
by offering him the lowly office of Subway 
Commissioner. There is more profit than honor 
in the commission, as at present constituted, for 
the salary is $5,000. Tnere are other Democrats 
who say, of course, Mr. Flower will accept the 
appointment. They wonder, however, whether 
the Governor intends to use him as a cog. a 
cam, a loosened nut, ora screwin the machine 
which he is trying to build up in this State. Tbe 
Governor, it muy be said, will work his awtul 
augur this Fall, and owners of “* bar’is” want to 
be on their guard. 


Roswell P. Flower, when seen by a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday afternoon, said he knew noth- 


ing of his appointment to the Electrical Subway 
Commission. He bad notin any way sought the 
position. ‘“‘If the news is correct and I am one 
of the Commissioner,” added Mr. Fiower, “ THE 
TIMES may say that I shall accept, and will do 
my whole duty to the city.”

TRADES UNIONISTS SCORE A VIC-¥ 
TORY ON THE FIRST ROUND. 
THEIR GRIEVANCES TO BE REDRESSED—‘* 

MR. POWDERLY AND THE DELEGATES: 


WELCOMED BY MAYOR GARNER. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 25.—The Knights 
of Labor say they number 1,000,000. The trades 
unionists put their membership at 400,000. The 
two orders have been for some time, if not 
at swords’ points, certainly at variance. The 
quarrel 1s not of long standirg, and when 
Knights of Labor have been questioned regard- 
ing its merits they, until quite recently, pooh- 
poohed the whole affair as a matter of little con- 
sequence, and intimated that when the proper 
time arrived the lion would swallow the lamb 
with great ease. But the lamb has not ac- 
cepted the situation with the meekness with 
which he is usually credited, and the 
Knights of Labor, greatly to their surprise, have 
discovered within tho last 24 hours that the 
trades unions have no idea of being absorbed or 
of having their rights trampled upon,'or of 
conceding a single point simply because they 
are outnumbered. The trades unions have de- 
tined their positiof’ and do not intend to recede 
fromit. The Knights will be compelled to back 
down. The trades unions will win the first 
round, Of this there is no doubt, 
for it was practically decided upon this 
morning. Four members of the trades unions 
committee—Evans, President of the Federation 
of Miners and Mine Workers; Boyer, of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union; McGuire, of 
the Carpenters and Joiners’, and Strasser, of the 
International Cigarmakers’ Union—met the Gen- 
eral Executive Board of the Knights of Labor. 
The differences between the two organizations 
were very fully discussed. Mr. Powderly argued 
that strikes were unprofitable as well as unwise. 
He held that they would be inevitable, however, 
so long as each labor organization in the country 
possessed the right to inaugurate them. He ad- 
vised that the power of ordering a strike should 
be placed in the governing body of the Knights 
of Labor. The committee of the trades unions 
did not agree with him. There was no division 
in the committee. Its members bad grievances 
against the Knights of Labor, and they pro- 
posed that they should be redressed instead of 
lessening their own authority and increasing 
that of the Knights. 

The principal grievance of the trades unions is 
that men dismissed from the unions have been 
accepted as Knights of Labor. This grievance 


was cited by Mr. Strasser, of New-York, and Mr. 
Boyer, of Columbus. They cited the case of the 
* rat” printers of Topeka, Kan., who had ap- 
plied for a charter fora Knights of Labor as- 
sembly. Mr. Powderly promised that such a 
cbarter should not be granted, but that it 
should be granted tothe union printers of the 
same place, as they had expressed a wish 
to join the Knights in a body. The 
committee said the trades unions did 
not wish to interfere with the Knights of Labor, 
they were not antagonistic to them. They 
hoped to see them increase. On the other hand 
they understoed that the Knights of Labor was 
an educational body. If this were so why 
should it interfere with matters entirely foreign 
tosucha purpose. Finally the committee put 
its foot down and said it would not agree to 
allow the Knights to interfere with the manayge- 
ment of the unions represented byit. If any 
union were at variance with its employers, 
that union must make its own settlement. 
The unions were realiy as much opposed to 
strikes asthe Knights. They believed in arbitra- 
tion quite as much asthe Knights did. be 
believed that empioyers would be quite as will- 
ing to meetja committee of trades unionist as of 
Knights of Labor. The General Executive 
Board of the Knights of .Labor could not possi- 
bly be as thoroughly acquainted with the griev- 
ances of a trades union as the latter’s officers, 
and the committee believed that the union and 
not the Knights should have the settlement of 
those grievances. In short, the trades union 
men said, ** Keepjyour hands off us and we'll re- 
turn the compliment.” 

Three months ago the General Executive 
Bozrrd might not have received such a fiat-foot- 
ed proposition in an amicable spirit. But much 
of a discouraging nature has happened in the 
last three months. The order is much larger 
to-day than it then was, but it is not stronger. 
The educational purpose has been overlooked. 
Its organizers have gone trom town to town 
enlisting men of every stripe under the banner 
of the Knights, and in pursuing this course they 
not only disobeyed one of the cardinal prin- 
ciples of the order, but came in conflict 
with the trades unions. Men whom the latter dis- 
missed from their ranks, presumably for cause, 
were enrolled as Knights of Labor. The unions 
objected and protested. Their protests were un- 
heeded, because, even among the coolest-headed 
Knights, it was believed that the absorption of 
every trades union in the country was only a 
question of time. The General Executive Boara 
denied to-day to thecommittee that such an in- 
tention was entertained. It confessed, too, that 
the Knights were notin a position to fight the 
trades unions and it promised that the griey- 
ances of the unions should be redressed if it had 
the power to influence the convention. The 
unions won acomplete victory, so far at least 
as the General Executive Board is concerned, 
and the members of their committee were very 
jubilant to-night at the aspect of affairs. They 
do not trouble themselves about the future and 
seem perfectly satisfied that the leading 
Knights have no thought of disintegrai- 
ing them. Two of them intormed THE 
'IMES’S correspondent to this effect to- 
night, and said they based their belief on 
statemepts made by members of the board. Yet 
members of the same board have at various 
times intormed TH TIMES’s correspoudent that 
labor would never receive its reward in this 
country until it was organized under one head, 
and added that the time was coming when such 
a resuit would be reached. 

Tne Knights are playing a waiting game. 
They are notin a condition for a fight and are 
wise enough to appreciate the fact. That they 
will not return to the attack the trades union 
committee may believe. If so, the committee 
does not know its nen. 

The delegates were welcomed to Cleveland this 
morning by Mayor Garner. He called upon Mr. 
Powderly, and that busy man grabbed enough 
time to enable him to shake hands with the For- 
est City Mayor. The head of the municipality 
said he had long wanted to set eyes on the 
head of the Knights of Labor. The latter 
smiled his thanks and then backed into his 
room. The delegates are doing: the city in a 
quiet way. They are in the main an intelligent 
lot of men. Among Mr. Powderly’s callers to- 
night was a prominent resident of De soto, who 
requested THE ‘TIMES’S correspondent not to 
disclose his identity. He came to ask the assist- 
ance of Mr. Powderly in procuring relief 
for the destitute strikers in the South- 
west. He described their condition as pitiable 
and said that unless the order helped them many 
were in danger of starvation. He denounced 
Martin Irons in unmeasured terms. Mr. Litch- 
man, of Massachusetts, who assisted the General 
Executive Board during its stay in St. Louis, ar- 
rived here to-day as a delegrte. He was asked 
if Martin Irons was expected. Hs re- 
plied in the negative, and added: ‘No- 
body wants Irons. If he comes here we 
might put him in a dime museum and 
exhibit him to pay expenses.” The latest 
arrivals are P. D. Cattanach, Troy; C. P. McCar- 
thy, Auburn; George L. Hastings, Troy: J. F.

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#@* RAG DISINFECTION IN BOSTON. 
Boston, May 25.—The City Health Com- 
mittee has not yet closed its hearings on the or- 
der of the Health Board requiring the disinfec- 
tion of foreign rags at this port by a cer- 
tain process. Evidence in support of the 
process was put in to-day, and then S. D. Marvin, 
of counselfor the rag inspectors and ethers, 
who petition for a removal of the present 
restrictions, opened in rebuttal. He. stated that 
he should examine the members of the Health 
Board and the President of the disinfecting 
company, and he read extracts PK reports 
and newspaper articies in support of the peti- 
tioners’ petition, and of the claim that thero is 
no evidence of the introduction of cholera 
among employes of paper mills * foreign 
rags. The hearings will continue hext week.

SPIES AND HIS GANG FORMALLY CHARGED: 


WITH MURDER. 

Cuicaco, May 25.—The Grand Jury has 
completed the investigation. of the Anarchist 
cases and has determined to indict 
nearly all the persons’ arrested and 
confined in connection with the affair of 


flaymarket-square. The indictments were 
Dassed on to-day and signed by the fore- 
man of the jury, but were not. pre- 
sented in court. August Spies, Michael 
Schwab, August Fischer, Samuel Fielden, 
Rudolph Schnabelt, two or three others, and 
probably Parsons, though there is considerable 
doubt about the latter, were indicted tor mur- 
der, Christ Spies and 10 or 12 others 


Were indicted, some for conspiracy and 
others for riot. The only new evidence 
offered yesterday in the cases was the con- 
tinuation of Capt. Schaak’s testimony. ‘he 
Captain said that he would be able to 
connect the persons indicted for murder with 
the bomb throwing in Haymarket-square 
beyond any doubt. They were all at the meet- 
ing at which it was determined to use the bombs. 
About 25 were to be used, and three of the in- 
dicted men had the missiles in their possession 
on the night of the occurrence. 

Berore Capt. Schaak was placed on the stand 
yesterday the question of presenting indictments 
was debated at considerable length, but 
an obstinate Grand Jury, who had been 
advised by an attorney that unless it could 
be proved that the person who threw the bomb 
had acted in concert with the persons accused 
or at their suggestion, an indictment would 
not hold, wanted to have proof as to the 
bomb throwers. The State’s Attorney read the 
law for the jurors, but though it convinced the 
great majority of them, there were some who 
held out. They were willing to indict for con- 
spiracy, but not for murder. It was to 
Satisfy these, doubtless, that Capt. Schaak 
was placed on the stand again. He had been in 


consultation with the State’s Attorney and. 


Foreman Hills during the noon recess, and they 
advised him to tell as little as possible, so there 
could be no chance of tne evidence leaking 
out. He acted strictly on these instructions. 
it was nearly 5 o’clock when a conclusion was 
reached. Some of the indictments were found, 
probably, for the purpose of holding 
the _ witnesses who have ** squealed” 
on their fellows. It was said to-day 
that nearly every other one of the Anarchists 
was ready toturninformer. It is now believed 
that Parsons, the missing Anarchist, was wound- 
ed at the time of the Haymarket riot and that he 
is now in hiding in this city. 

Inspector Bonfield made some further ex- 
periments to-day with some of the recent- 
ly captured Anarchist bombs, the main ob- 
ject being to determine how the shell, 
after exploding, distributed itself. Most or 
the bombs or cartridges consisted of sections of 
gas pipe,: varying from eight to ten inchesin 
length, the diameter being one inch and the 
thickness of the pipe one-eighth of an inch. These 
tubes were filled with fine sawdust, saturated 
with nitro-glycerine. Each end of the charged 
tube was closed witha plug or disk, made of 


‘pine wood. Through one of these plugs was in- 


serted afuse about five inches long, the end 
next to the cartridge being incased in a fulmi- 
nating cap. 

The first test was the placing of one of the 
cartridges in a beer keg. On the instant of 
the explosion its oaken staves were 
burst and splintered and_ scattered all 
around, one splinter of .the keg being 
found 398 feet distant. The second experiment 
was made in a box built of l-inch boards, 
6 feet square, and open at the top and 
bottom. The cartridge was placed with 
its ends pointing toward the north and south. 
The result of the explosion was to perforate 
with scores of jagged holes of varying shapes 
and sizes the east and west sides of the box, while 
its Other two sides were untouched except in 
two or three places. The section of gas 
pipe containing the explosive was shat- 
tered into hundreds of pieces, some of 
which were found many yards away from 
the box. The pieces of the shelis and gas pipes 
picked up were mostly small, of all conceivable 
shapes, but all bearing sharpand jagged edges. 
Their appearance accounts for the deadly effects 
of the Haymarket bomb. 





WORKINGMEN WHO THINK. 


THE MEN WHO WANT A REVISION OF THE 
TARIFF LAWS, 
PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—F. A. Herwig, 
A. C. Lewin, J. P. Kerr, E. Baird, John C. 
Duemler, and Jeremiah Laird, of this 
city, who signed a memorial to Congress a 
few days ago, as the representatives of 
40,000 workingmen, asking a revision of 
the tariff laws, aud in which they say “as 
we have left the management of these 
affairs to our employers until we find 
that they have succeeded in shaping the 
laws for their benefit ana our _ injury, 
we now speak out for equal rights and equal 
benefits, believing that we possess the intelli- 
gence, strengthened by experience, to know 
what we want,’ are well knowp.amonsg the work- 

ingmen of this city, and are highiy respected. 

Frederick A. Herwig is a man of quiet de- 
meanor, intelligent and refined features, and a 
pleasant countenance. He isa barber by trade, 
witha sbhopat Front-street and Columbia-avenue 
For six years he has followed his trade 
at his present stand in the heart of the 
largest weaving population § in America. 
His customers are mostiy weavers, and 
his shop bas been daily frequented by 
this class of laborers. From conversatiou 
with these weavers, being of a sympathetic 
Dature, he has acquired in his six years’ 
residence in Kensington a thorough knowl- 
edge of practical weaving, and _ also 
in thesametime has become conversant with 
the theoretical side of the business and the 
conditiou of the weavers about him. 
He is well versed in the economy of 
the trade, and so° well has he become 
acquainted with the trade that the weavers of 
Kensington bave come toregard him as better 
able to look after their interests than those 
actually engaged in the business. This may 
be learned from the fact that, although a barber, 
be was chosen a tew weeks ago by the 
carpet weavers to act as arbitrator in the for- 
mation of their wage schedule now under con- 
sideration. He was objected to by the manu- 
facturers on account of his well known tariff 
views and the part he has played in the recent 
troubles in the weaving trade of Kensington. 
He is a member of the Knights of Labor. 

A. C. Lewin, next in order cf prominence, is 
the representative of the broad loom cloth 
weavers. He is employed in Ayers’s fac- 
tory, at Third and Cumberiand streets, 
and is spoken of as a reliable 
and level-headed workman. de is descended 
from New-England ancestry and bas the reputa- 
tion of having a large amount of Yankee 
shrewdness and considerable intelligence. He 
is thoroughly representative of the class of 
workmen to which he belongs, and is widely 
known among all classes of Kensington weav- 
ers. He isabout 35 years of age, and his neigh- 
bors speak of him as entirely bonest and sincere. 

Of Jotn Duemler his employers, John 
Biood & Brother, Union Hosiery Mills, Trenton 
and Allegheny avenues, speak in the high- 
est terms. He had charge of several 
hands in this mill, but recently was 
given a more general supervision, entailing 
greater responsibility. His most striking 
characteristic is his sincerity, and he 
took part in the presentation of the 
memorial not only for the betterment of 
himself and his fellow-workmen, but he thinks 
for the advantage of his employers. He repre- 
sents the hosiery weavers in this movement, and 
there is perfect unanimity among these people 
in delegating to him an absolute representation. 

E. Baird is the representative of the stockinette 
and Jersey weavers; J. P. Kerr, ot the hosiery 
weavers of Manayunk, and Jeremiah Luira, of 
one assembly of Jersey weavers. The conven- 
tion in which the memorial was drawo up 
was composed of delegates from 39 assemblies 
of the Knights of Labor, all weavers, and meet- 
ing in Kensington. These assemblies each num- 
ber from 100 to 2,000 members, and in all there 
are over 40,000 weavers represented by these six 


mean. 
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REBUILDING JERSEY’'S CAPITOL. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 25.—The Capitol Re- 
building Commission decided to-day that all the 
dark stone necessary to be used in the new 
structure shall be obtained from Williamson’s 
quarries, near Sergeantville, in Hunterdon 
County. The Commissioners have beensupplied 
with numerous samples of light stone for use in 
the body of the building, but no selection has 
been mage, because of the great difference in 
the cost. The commission will choose four or 
five samples of the most desirable stone and in- 
vite proposals. ‘he talk about removing the 
interior foundation wails. which were erected 
Jast Autumn, amounts to nothing. Because 
some of the bricks on the outside were loosened 
by the action of the weather it was stated that 
the walls were flimsy and would not hold the 
proposed superstructure, Andrew J. Post, a 
builder, inspected the walls last week, and pro- 
nounced them substantial.

THE PRESIDENTS WEDDING

TO TAKE PLACE ON SATURDAY, 
JUNE 19. 
ALL THE ARRANGEMENTS MADE—THE CERE- 
MONY LIKELY TO BE PERFORMED IN 
NEW-YORK CITY, 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—"The President 


is to be married to Miss Folsom on June 19.” 
This is the information obtained from a trust- 
worthy source, one entitled to great considera- 
tion, that is vouched for as true now, and is 
likely to remain true unless some great calamity 
should overtake one of the principals to the pro- 


posed ceremony. The day was fixed, it was un- 
derstood, with some regard to the exacting ‘ob- 
ligations of a closing session of Congress upon the 
President. The round of duty in the White House 
may seem an unimportant matter to persons 
who are contemplating marriage, if they do not 
happen to know how easily a vast accumula- 
tion of important affairs can fall behind by the 
neglect of a day or two. All the reports that 
have hitherto gone out have insisted that the 
wedding was to be on a Wednesday. This was 
only natural, as itis the admitted popular day 
of the week with brides. The 19th day of June 
is the third Saturday of the month. Saturday 
is not at all a favorefi day in the estimation 
of brides, but it will be a very convenient 
day for carrying out the arrange- 
ments made for the Presidential wedding. 
Occasionally, when the President has seen fit to 
leave town fora day or two of recreation, he 
has quietly disappeared on Friday, his going 
away exciting no curiosity until Saturday after-* 
noon, when the few visitors to the White 


House would learn that he had gone away, and 
the fact would be announced in the papers in 
three or four lines. As the wedding is intended 
to be a private affair, at which none but 
a few of the President’s most intimate per- 
sonal friends, Col. D. S. Lamont, his private sec- 
retary, and some of the relatives of the bride, are 
to be present, it was regarded as unnecessary, If 
not unwise, to give formal notice of the event, 
as information of the date would naturally be 
accompanied by a statement of the place where 
the ceremony was to be celebrated. The stories 
about the engagement of rooms for Mrs, Fotsom 
and Miss Folsom in Baltimore, and the assump- 
tion that the wedding was to take place in that 
city, are disposed of by persons who know them 
to be highly absurd. Their home is not 
and never bas been in Baltimore. They would 
be strangers in a strange place, whereas 
at Buffalo, or some place near that, they would 
be thoroughly at home and among friendly 
neighbors. 

From other sources of information than that 
conveying the date of the wedding it is learned 
that the President will leave here on Friday, 
the day preceding the proposed yeedies day, 
or perhaps as early as Thursday, in the same 
quiet way that he recently went off on his trip 
down Chesapeake Bay with Mr. W. L. Scott. A 
night’s journey will carry him to the place at 
which the wedding is to be celebrated. An idle 
day will follow, ana then the President, it is ex- 
pected, will return with his bride to Wash- 
ington. His recently acquired cottage out on 
the Tenallytown road is not yet ready for 
the reception of a bride, but the White House is 
in good order, with a brandnew roof, just 
completed, tbe furniture is in good order, and 
the hothouse and conservatory filled with flow- 
ers that can be used to decorate and make fra- 
grant the interior of the mansion. That there 
will have to be some sort of Summer reception, 
for the purpose of presenting the new mistress 
of the White House, will occur to everybody 
here as the correct and desirable and perhaps 
inevitable thing. If thereissuch an event now 
it will be noted as one of the most important of 
the social events of this Administration, and 
will attract a distinguished throng of diplo- 
matic, official, and private persons, notwith- 
standing the lateness of the season. 

The arrangements for the wedding, so faras 
the President’s movements are concerned, have 
been left in the hands of Col, Lamont. No more 
discreet and worthy confidential agent was ever 
intrusted with the management of such a mat- 
ter. Some of his friends who have learned of 
visits to New-York that have not been made 
public are disposéd to insist that the talk about 
a wedding in the western part of New-York is 
absurd, as making a long journey necessary. 
They say thatit isto take place in New-York 
City, and that the secretary’s trip to the city on 
Monday was made as much for the purpose of 
arranging for the wedding as it was for the ar- 
rangement of the Decoration Day movements 
ot the President. The srrival of Mrs. and Miss 
Folsom may cause some change in plans, but 
will scarcely uffect the date decided upon scme 
time ago. 

Washington people, in and out of office, are 
delighted at the prospect of soon having a 
* Lady of the White House,” who will be en- 
titled to all the honors of the position as the 
wife of the President. The curiosity about the 
wedding is altogether the expression of friendly 
concern, not vulgar impertinence ora desire to 
meddle in anybody’s private atfairs. Some re- 
gret is expressed that the President will be 
obliged to bring his bride to a house thatis more 
public than most others, a house that is overrun, 
even in the so-called private part, by from 10 to 
100 privileged visitors every day. The crowds 
are not usually so great in the Summer as they 
are inthe Winter season, but the fact that the 
wife of the President is soon to be there will 
undoubtedly attract an unusual number of vis- 
itors, and inspire many of them with the hope 
that by getting into the * home side” of the 
mansion they may be able to get a glimpse of 
the bride in her new home, 


The presence of Col. Daniel S. Lamont in this 
city is being made the subject of a great deal of 
gossip among those who profess to have some 
knowledge of the details of President Cleve- 
land’s approaching marriage to Miss Fol- 
som. Everybody up town appears to know 
more about the mission that has brought 
Col. Lamont to this city than even the secretive 
secretary to the President is willing to admit 


that he is aware of. He arrived in this city on 
Monday night and has been keeping very quiet 
ever since. He is staying at the Hoffman 
House. It was so late when hegot there on 
Monday that after registering he wandered 
into the café, mot expecting at that 
hour of the night to meet many people 
who would ply him with questions in regard to 
his chieftain’s matrimonial intentions. In this, 
however, he was mistaken, for he had no sooner 
made his appearance in Stokes’s gilded room 
than he found himself corralled by at 
least half a dozen local celebrities and 
escorted to one of the many mahogany 
tables that are conveniently scattered about 
the place. Politics was the _ first subject 
discussed in the gathering and office-seekiug the 
next; but both only served as stepping stones 
to the introduction of some good-nutured ref- 
erences tothe Presidential mnarriage. Col. La- 
mont parried all questioning very shrewdly and 
very successfully, and the party separated long 
after midnight without any one being the wiser 
as to the object of the Colonel’s journey to this 
city. 

Immediately upon arising yesterday mornin 
Col. Lamont drew himself into a hole an 
dragged the hole in after him. He had literaily 
nothing to say to any one, especially to report- 
ers. His list of callers throughout the day in- 
cluded the names of a}most every Democrat of 
prominence in the city. To mostof them the 
reply was given that Col. Lamont was out and 
only a few succeeded in getting within the 
sacred precincts of his rooms on the third 
floor of the Hoffman. The Colonel posi- 
tively declined to talk on the subject 
which every one asked him about. He 
stated to one gentleman that thoss who 
wanted to know must ask the President 
himself for information. The numerous 
cards that were sent to him last night 
were returned with the answer that he was pre- 
paring to leave the city and was unable to sec 
any one. At the office, however, it was learned 
that he had not given up bis rooms at midnight 
or paid his bill, so that his departure before 
morning at least was not expected. From other 
quarters information came of several appoint- 
ments which the Colonel bas made for to-day in 
this city,inoludinglone with the Superintendent of 
Tiffany’s, where he paid a rather long. visit yester- 
day afternoon. A gentleman who arrived from 
Washington yesterday declared positively last 
night that Col. Lamont is here to meet Mrs. and 
Miss Folsom and to arrange with them the de- 
tails of the marriage. He may go out of the 
city for aday or so, Dut he will be here to greet 
the bride-elect upon her arrival. The City of 
Chicago, on which Miss Folsom and her mother 
are passengers, is not expected here before to- 
morrow or Friday.sTheir stay in this city will be 
a brief one, but while here they will be the 
guests of one of the young lady’s schoolmates, 
who lives, in Fortieth-street, between Fifth end 
Sixth avenues. The lady’s name andthe exact 
location of the house are unknown. They will 
probably leave for Baltimore within 24 hours 
after arriving in this city.

A COLLISION BETWEEN THE PENNSYLVANIA . 
LEADERS AND ITS RESULTS. 


HARRISBURG, May 25.—The primary elec- 
tions just held by the Republicans in Lancaster 
County (their nominations there being equiva- 
lent to elections) are attracting attention 
throughout the State. Besides the county 
officers seven members of the Legisla- 
ture, including one Senator, were named, 
and §it appears that on this Senatorship, as 
well as some other offices which were in- 
volved with it, the partisans of Senator Came- 
ron and State Treasurer Quay came into 
collision. There has been great interest to know 
the relations of the two men, because of the 
recent explicit charges that Quay was makiog 
an energetic secret canvass for Senator Mitchell's 
seat, and would turn up in the end with the 
solid support of the old machine. These state- 
ment especially afflicted Senator Cameron’s 
faithful henchman, Chairman Cooper, as he bad 
been busy setting up things for himself, and ex- 
— to continue doing so at the head of the 
State Committee this year. For a time bis 
friends were discouraged, but within a fortnight 
they have taken fresh heart and are again at 
work, indicating that Cameron has encouraged 
Cooper tu push on, and has assured him that he 
will not be for Quay. 

In the Lancaster fight Stehman, the present 
Senator, is a Cameron man, and has won the 
nomination by a narrow margin over Summy, 
who was supported by the Quay faction, and 
for whom Quay publicly announced bimself a 
few days ago. It is now charged by the Steh- 
man men that a large sum of money—$5,000— 
was sent down from this city tor use by 
the Quay men in the fight, half of 
it being disbursed in the country districts 
by a doctor named Roebuck, while the 
other half went to the borough of Colum- 
bia to another agent, who, nowever, declined 
to use it in the way proposed. Where this 
money started from is now an interesting ques- 
tion. Did it come from Col. Quay? Is he 
already so deeply engaged in the Senatorial fight 
as to be willing to pay for results at this rate? 
It seems incredible, especially to those who 
know that he hassaid many times to his friends 
that he is not a candidate for the Senate and 
does notexpect to be, but that he is for Mr. 
Barker, of Philadelphia. His declarations to 
this effet, it is known, have led several of the 
most active Philadelphia leaders to regard him 
as outofthe race and to make other engage- 
ments, and they will be surprised to hear the 
stories of his alleged activity in Lancaster 
County.

ROBBED BY CONFIDENCE MEN.

HOW AN AGED FARMER LOST FIFTEEN HUN- 
DRED DOLLARS. 

Rome, N. Y., May 25.—About 10 days ago 
two well dressed strangers made their appear- 
ance in this city and took quarters in the prin- 
cipal hotel. During their stay they made fre- 
quent trips into the country, but refused to ac- 
quaint even liverymen from whom they hired 
carriages either with the distance which they 
had driven or the direction they had taken. 
However, as they ’seemed to have plenty of 
money and paid all charges without question, 
they were not pressed for explanations, Yester- 
day they returned from one of these trips 
with their horse covered with foam 
and almost exhausted. Five minutes later 
they boarded an east-bound express 
train. Thesecret of their hasty departure be- 
came known this morning, when it was learned 
thatthey had victimized to thetune of $1,500 
& wealthy farmer, 73 years old, named Samuel 
Reese, who livesinthe town of Western. The 
elder of the two strangers had called on Mr. 
Reese several times alone for the ostensible pur- 
pose of buying asite on his farm fora canning 
factory. Yesterday morning he visited him 
again without his companion. Soon afterward 
the younger man appeared and, displaying a large 
roll of bilis, said that he wanted to buy a num- 
ber of thoroughbred cattle. There was no sign 
ot recognition between him and his tellow-op- 
erator, and their acquaintance was not sus- 
pected.

THE: FIGHT BETWEEN HER HUS- 
BAND AND MR. ERLANGER. 

_A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE STRUGGLE 

FOR THE REVOLVER IN THE APART- 

MENT OF THE ACTRESS, 


PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—Theatrical peo 


ple and newspaper men were numerous among 
the big crowd that filled Judge Allison's court 
this morning when the Erlanger trial was con- 
tinued. Mrs. Leonard,gfotherwise Louise Balfe, 
the actress, sat immediately in the rear 
of Lawyer Havering, the counsel for Er- 


langer, who was seated at his right. Mr. 
Leonard, the husband of the actress, wag 


alongside of Assistant District Attorney Kio- 
zey, who conducted the case for the prose- 
cution. Mr. Leonard is a remarkably fine look- 
ing man of about 30 yearsof age. He has the 
appearance of astudent. He was directly facing 
his wife when she gave her testimony. 
Miss Balfe was elegantly attired in 
a black bended silk. She wore a black 
hat with red trimmings. Her hair is of a bright 
reddish corn color. Her bright eyos sparkled 
through her eyeglasses as she took the stand in 
behalf of her manager, who is on trial for a3- 
eault and battery with intent to kill her hus 
band. Erlanger is a short, thick-set, dark-com: 
plexioned man. 

Mrs. Leonard testified in alow tone. ‘On the 
6th of October,” she said, * I was in my room in 
the Continental Hotel with Mrs. Burns, a dress- 
maker. Mr. Leonard suddenly and without 
knocking came into the room. He was intoxi- 
cated and at once became violent. He threw 
things around the room and asked ma 
where that ‘Jew’ was, meaning Mr. Erlanger, 
calling hima vilename. He said: ‘I expected 
to find him here,’ I said: ‘Now, Birdie, ga 
away and make no disturbance here, please, 
You have been drinking.’ Heat once became 
very much excited, and turned things topsy- 
turvy. He picked up a dress and flung it 
On the floor, saying: ‘Who bought you this? 
I said: *Wont you please go away, and 
let me make my own living. as I have always 
done?’ He said, ‘No; I won’t. Where is that 
Jew? Ihave been looking for him and [ am 
fixed for him.’ Then he went to my trunk 
and threw things out of it. 1 took some of the 
things from his handand said, * Now, go away.’ 
He caught me by the throat and forced mé 
back upon the bed, at the same time saying: 
‘Are you coming back to live with me?’ 1 said. 
*No; nothing can ever i1nduce metodoso.’ He 
said: ‘If you don’t you shall not appear at the 
Temple Theatre on Monday, nor shall that little 
Jew,’ calling him another vile name, ‘live until 
then, for I shall kill you both.’ 

“ At this time he put his hand behind him and 
I saw the bandle of a revolver. Then Mrs. Burns 
screamed and said: ‘Take care; he will shoot 
you.’ I ran across to pull the bell and Mr. Leon- 
urd started after me and threwa package of 
cubeb cigarettes in my face. I then sent for the 
clerk of the hotel and an officer, and Mr. Leon- 
ard was forced from the room. As soon ag 
he went away I locked the doorand took my 
revolver from the trunk and placed it on the 
bureau, After that I sent word to Mr. Haviland 
and Mr. Erlanger to come. Mr. Haviland was 
the firsttocome. That wassome time afterward. 
Itold him what had occurred during the day. 
Then Mr. Erlanger came in. and I said to him: 
* Ob, Mr. Erlanger, I am so glad you haye come, 
Mr. Leonard is here and he is looking for you 
and he declares that he will kill you. I mysel 
saw his revolver. Heis intoxicated and in bis 
desperate condition he may shvot usalll’ Mr. 
Erlanger sat down and almost immediately after- 
ward Mr, Leonard rushed into the room without 
knocking. 

**He was more excited than he was eat the 
former visit. Hesiaramed the door after him 
and said to Mr. Erlanger, calling him a vile 
name: ‘I have been looking for you. and now 
that | have found you! will kill you.’ Mr. Er- 
langer arose asif to run outot the room, but 
Mr. Leonard caught him by the throat 
and beat him over the bead with an urm- 
brella. Mr. Erlanger said: *Go away from me, 
willyou? J want notrouble with you,’ at the 
same time trying to wrestle, as I thought, to 
take the umbrella from bim. Then Mr. Leonard 
put his band behind him, as if to draw a weapon. 
I screamed: *Oh, Mr. Erlanger, tuke care, he 
will shoot you.’ Erlanger ran between the 
stove and the bureau, andI grabbed Mr. Leonx 
ard’sarm and he!ditaslong as I could. That 
was when he put his hand behind him. 

* He forced his arm away from me, and, in do. 
ing sc, dropped his revolver on the floor. Then 
Isaw the two men grab for the revolver on’ 
the bureau. 1 next saw Mr. Leonard grab 
a plate from the top of the stove. There 
was a struggle then. I thiok theré 
was a shot fired before that. Anyhow, 
in the atruggzle I heard a shot fired. I thea 
thought Mr. Erlanger was shot. It all oceurred 
in a momentand beforel hadtimeto distinguish 
that any harm bad been done. Then the strug: 
gie continued, and Mr. Haviland took the re- 
volver from Mr. Erlanger. I ran into the hali and 
called for beip. Assoon asthe people got out 
ofthe room lran back and shut thedoor. Mr. 
Leonard did not say anything at either visit 
about his child. [left him about five years ago, 
the second time. The third separation took 
place in June of last year. The last separation 
did not have anything to do with Mr. Erlanger. 
Iam ashamed to tell about all the indignities to 
which my husband subjected me. At one time 
he was also jealous of Mr, Haviland.” 

On cross-examination Mrs. Leouard said that 
her busband had stolen her child from her. It 
was a girl, and she would be 3 years oid 
next month. She had only lived happily 
with her busband for about a year. He was 
jealous of the child and complained that she 
paid more attention tothe latter than to him. 
**He kicked me brutally before the child was 
born,” said the witness, ** because I was making 
clothes for it.” 

Miss Balfe’s account of the scene in her room 
at the Continental wasin part corroborated by 
Mrs. Burns, Mr. Haviland, and otbers. Leonard 
was recalled to rebut his wife’s testimony, and 
be swore to practically the same things that he 
did yesterday. This closed toe evidence. The 
lawyers then made theirspeeches. Thecase will 
be given to the jury to-morrow morning.

STRIKERS WRECK CARS IN TORONTO. 


Toronto, Ontario, May 25.—For over 


three hours to-night this city was under mob 
rule, Word was received by the Knights of La- 
bor that omnibuses from Kingston for the 
use of the street railroad strikers would 
arrive bere between 6and 7 o’clock to-night, and 
a large crowd went to meet them, accompanied 
by a brass band. On their arrival the omni- 
busses were driven slowly through the principal 
streets, the crowd gradually increasing in 
number until neariy 2,000 persons were 
following in procession. Every street car 
met on the route was attacked with 
bricks and stones. Passengers, drivers, 
and conductors were injured, and the wildest 
uproar was kept up, the police being powerless 
to do anything. Between 30 and 40 street cars 
were wrecked in this way, and are now 
lying in the company’s sheds. Such a 
seene has seldom, if ever, been witnessed ia 
Toronto. Fortunately, so far as ascertained, no 
person was dangerously injured. Had it not 
been that the Knights of Labor broke up tas 
procession much more serious results would 
have followed. 





GETTING RAILWAY PASSES BY FRAUD,

IN BRITISH VESSELS. 
‘WHAT A PORTLAND FIRM SAYS UPON THE 
SUBJECT — ACTION OF THE GENERAL 
COURT OF MASSACHUSETTS, 


PorTLAND. May 25.—The Portland Fish- 
ing Exchange ts likely to take the lead ina new 
movement for the Imposition of a duty upon all 
fresh fish brought here in British bottoms. The 
idea is comparatively a new one, but the ex- 
eitement is great, and men are thinking and 
acting quickly. Within a very short time of- 
ficial action will be taken by the Exchange. 
Individuals and firms will write to our Congress. 
men, and petitions will be sent to Congress. 
The dealers and fishermen of other 
ports are expected to at once fall into 
line when the movement is inaugurated, said 
one of the leaders to-night, Several more 
Canadian vessels are reported on their way bere. 
Two cargoes of lobsters were landed to-day, 
more is coming, and even here in Portland the 
fishermen see before them nothing buta grim and 
most unpleasant prospect of being driven from 
the sea, and the owners of vessels are forced to 
believe that unless Congress grants relief, and 
that promptly, their schooners will be idle and 
they become but receivers of Canadian fish or of 
fish brought here by Canadian vessels. Mr. Mc- 
Kenney, of the firm of Cushing & McKenney, 


Fees fully, he said, the magnitude of the danger 
and the necessity for relief. The prompt 
imposition of a duty on all kinds of 
fresh fish brought to the ports of 
the United States by Canadian or other 
foreign vessels is the remedy he suggests for the 
existing and prospective state of things. But 
Mr. McKenney has other reasons for distrust and 
trouble. Some time ago he had some corre- 
spondence with the Department of State. The 
letter sent to Secretary Buyard was as follows:

The question of the right of American vessels en- 
gaged in fishing on the high seas or entering Canadian 
ports for the purpose of shipping crews may possibly in- 
volve the construction of the treaty with Vreat Britain, 
lexpect to attain such an understanding as will re- 
lieve our fishermen from al] doubt or risk in the ex- 
ercise of tne ordinary commerodial privileges in friendly 
porte to which, under existing laws of both countries, 
I consider their citizens to be mutually entitled free 
from molestation. T. EF. BAYARD. 

Now, said Mr. McKenney, I have this to say. 
We bave seen nothing done by our Gevernment. 
Ido not wish to criticize unjustly. It may be 
that the Secretary of State is doing all that he 
can, but it does not seem so to us. 


Boston, May 25.—Resolutions on the fish- 
ery question were reported in the House to-day 
from the Committee on Federal Relations as fol- 
lows: 

Rescived, That the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, In general court assembied. view with great con- 
cern the Interference by the Government of the British 
provinoes with the jawful commerce carried on by our 
vessels engaged in the fisheries in waters adjxcent to 
those provinces, and we demand that al) the rignts 
and privileges secured to the vessels of one nationality 
shall be equally enjoved by those of the other without 
hindrance under any pretext. 

Reso'ved, That, from ourexperience -in the past, we 
are fully convinced that it 1s not for our interest to 
enter into any negotiations for the purchase of any 
privileges in the direc'ion named, or the concession of 
any sovereignty Over our fiag upon the ocean, and our 
Senators anc Representatives in Congress are earnest! 
requested to oppose any convention or treaty wit 
such object in view. 

Hesolved, That we have ful! confidence in the wisdom 
and integrity of the Executive and Congress, and look 
to them to protectthe honor of our fiag and receive 
reparation for aggressions upon our citizens. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., May 25.—The fisher- 
men here were much elated when the news 
came that a Nova Scotia vessel had been seized 
at Portland. Dispatches from Nova Scotia in- 
dicate that extra exertions are being made there 
to be in reudiness to seize some of the American 
mackerel catchers when they arrive during the 
first part of June. 

Daniel McEachern, a fishermar, arrived here 
last night from the Provinces, where he mingied 
with people who are directly interested in the 
matter of the seizures of American vessels, and 
he says they ali desire to sel! bait to American 
fishermen, and that they depend upon it. In 
addition to bait, American fishermen buy 
socks, mittens, and many other things. Said one 
of the inhabitants: “1 have 100 hens, and eggs 
are 6 and 7 centsa dozen. What shail Ido with 
my eggs?" She was advised to barrel them up 
and preserve them. The people cannot dispose 
of their bait unless Americans are allowed to 
buy, and it will be a great loss to them. 


Canso, Nova Scotia, May 25.—It 1s re- 
ported that the schooner Frederick Gerring, 
Jr., of Gloucester, Capt. Morris, being unable to 

urcbase bait for mackerel from the fishermen 

n Crow Harbor yesterday, procured a supply at

DOING WELL UNDER A RECEHKIVER. 
TEXAS AND PACIFIC SECURITY HOLDERS OP-

security holders in the Texasand Pacific Rail- 
way Company opposed to the Wistar commit- 
tee’s plan of reorganization was held in the 
office of L. H. Taylor & Co., at the corner of 
Third and Chestnut streets, this afternoon. M. 
Bunn, Chairman of the New-York committee 
opposed to the plan, was present. Isaac L. 
Rice and P. J. Goodhart represented tbe Rio 
Grande opposition committee. Samuel B. Huey 
presided. A general discussion of the 
reorganization plan was held. It was 
shuwn that the road had earned $150,000 
more under the Receiver’s management 
during the first three months of this year than 
during the same period iast year. The present 
pian of reorganization was called a “ spider and 
tly” plan gotten up by Gould,who teared that the 
Receiver might succeed in making the road prof- 
itable. lt wus maintained that another year of the 
present Management of the road would demon- 
strate its actual earning capacity, when a reor- 
ganization could be effected on a more equitable 
basis than on the earnings of the past year. 
Furthermore, it was believed that if the company 
were properly managed it could earn all its fixed 
charges and pay accrued interest. : 

It was the sense of the meeting that Receiver’s 
certificates be issued to make needed repairs and 
put the road ona pruper basis. The Chairman 
was authorized to appoint a committee 
of three, with power to increase its mem- 
bership to five, to protect the New- 
Orleans Pacific interests, as the other divisions 
already have committees appointed for thesame 
purpose. All these committees will consult and 
report at a meeting to be neld later. It was 
unanimously decided to recommend all security 
holders for the present to stay out of the pre- 
pared plan for reorganization.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL, 
CuroaGco, May 25.—The effort to get the

Uptothis morning Com- 
missioner Blanchard was sanguine that his 
interviews in New-York with President Bene- 
dict would bring about the end desired, but dis- 
patches from Mr. Benedict dashed his hopes to 
theground.

When that trouble was at an end the 
Chicago and Atlantic would not hesitate to join 
the pool. 

Failing to bring the Chicago and Atlantic into 
line, the Executive Committee of the pool, 
which met to-day, turned its batteries 
upon the Wabush, which has been outsiae 
the pool. The Wahash consented to come 
inon its own conditions, which were that its 
Laketon route should be recounized as a direct 
route and that business from Hannibal and Quin- 
cy to the East, via Toledo anid Detroit, be put 
in the Chicago poo! on the regular basis, namely 
40 per cent. of the through rate to New-York. 
This was not to include the rezular business 
to Toledo and _ Detroit pooled in_ the 
Southwestern Railway Association, but only 
the through business to Buffalo ana points be- 
yond. These conditions the Wabash insi<ted 
upon, and would not listen to any talk of com- 
promise. The committee finally bad to accept 
them, and the Wabash will hereafter be a mem- 
ber of the Chicago east-bound pool.

BOLD UNDER FORECLOSURH. 

Kwnoxviit1n, Tenn., May 25.—All the 
property belonging to the East Tennessee, Vir- 
giniaand Georgia Railroad Company was sold 
under deoree of foreclosure in this city to-day, 
and it was bid off by E. &. Hyde, representing 
Messrs. Brice, Thomas, Seney, McGhee, and oth- 
ers, members of the reorganization scheme and 
principal holders of the first mortgage and con- 
solidation income bonds, Tho amount paid was 
$1,250,000, with $100,000 cash down. The 1.200 
miles of road originally cost about $30,000,000, 
and was bonded for $87,000,000. The road was 
placed in the hands of Henry Fink, Receiver, at 
the instance of the Central Trust Company, Jan. 
6, 1884. Mr. Fink will be President under the new 
organization, which will be effected about July 
1. It is understood that $70,000,000 worth of new 
bonds will be floated at once to satisfy holders of 
common stock and to repair the roadbed, rolling 
stock, &&. 


A ROAD’S ILL LUCK. 

Err, Penn., May 25.—The Ohio River 
and Lake Erie Ratlway’s rignts and franchises 
were seized to-day at the suit of E. W. Reed, of 
Brie, and the First Nationa! Bank of Conneaut- 
ville, on executions amounting to $66,000. The 


road bed is built but no rails are laid, 
The track was being built on the line of 
the old Erie Canal, and was to have 
been a connecting link between the Baltimore 
and Ohio system and the great lakes at Erie. 
The road has been in ill luck from its start. 
First a subcontractor failed, and the laborers 
bad to seek the charity of the Mercer Alms- 
house. Then the President failed a couple of 
months since. President Reed says the difficuity 
will be amicably arranged.

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A BIG COAL STRIKE ENDED,

THE MINERS 
TO RETURN TO WORK. 


TyronE, Penn., May 25.—The great strike 
among the coal miners in the Clearfield region 
begun two months ago is now virtually atan 
end, and the miners go back to work without 
having accomplished their object, namely, to 
compel the operators to accede to their demand 
for 50 cents per ton for mining. This surrender, 
however, was not accomplished through the 
Miners’ Federation, as announced. Federation 
No. 8 beld a convention in Conrad’s Opera House 


to-day, at which all the districts under President 
Hughes’s direction were represented, there being 
75 delegates present. A new difficulty was sprung 
upon them, Another meeting was convened at 
the Ward House at noon between a committee 
of five miners representing the Houtzdale dist- 
rict, directed by the Knights of Labor, anda 
committee of three representing the opera- 
turs of the Philadelphia Coal Exchange, so 
that the Federation branch were at 
a loss how to- act until the result 
of the Ward House conference was known. At 
the Ward House matters moved smoothly and 
almost without a jar. The operators’ committee 
consisted of Danie! J. Britton, President of the 
Philadelphia Coal Exchange: John Bradley, of 
R. H. Powel & Co., and KR. H. Fisher, in the inter- 
est of Fisher & Miller, Berwind, White & Co. and 
all mines controlled by the latter. The com- 
mittee representing the miners had received ab- 
solute authority to treat and agree upon final 
and decisive terms with the operators. This 
committee therefore spoke and acted for two- 
thirds of the miners in the Clearfield region— 
some 8,000 in all. W. H. Dill was there, and the 
miners wanted to accept the proposition made 
oy him, This, however, the operators refused 
to agree to. After discussing the miners’ claims 
from every possible standpoint until 4 o’clock 
the following agreement was decided upon, 
drawn up, and signed: 
TYRONE, Penn., May 25, 1888. 

We, the undersigned, operators and miners repre- 
senting the Houtzdale bituminous coal district, agree 
to resume work at the old wages, 40 cents per 2,240 
pounds, upon tne following conditions; 

First—Avsolute guarantee of just weight. 

Second—Acceptable weighman to be placed on every 
tipple, and his wages to be paid in the office as agreed 
upon by miners 

third—ADolition of the store order system and cash 
payments in even dollars to the 15th of each month, 
with full settlement at the end of the month. and the 
mento go where they please in making purchases 
without any restraint. 

Fourth—Question of price to be paid for all dead 
work and other matters of dispute shall be referred to 
a commission agreed upon by both parties, said com- 
mission being composed of the Superintendent of the 
mines and one of the miners. 

*rifti—That no man shall be discharged on account 
of his participation in the present strike, but a] the 
oid miners shall be employed without any discrimina- 


tion.

This brings thestrike toaclose unless there 
should be a kick from some quarter.

AN EFFORT TO GET TRADE,

NEW DEPARTURE OF THE PHILADELPHIA 
TEXTILE MANUFACTURERS. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—The Philadel- 
phia 7¢mes to-morrow will say that the Textile 
Manufacturers’ Association, though only two 
weeks old, has developed much strengtb. It is 
quietly conducting a scheme intended to restore 
the trade lost to the city and bring bere new 
trade that is now centredin New-York, The 
plan by which the merchants as well as manu- 
facturers are to be benefited is the establish- 


ment of a Manufacturers’ Exchange, similar to 
the great Bradford Exchange of England, at 
which pace the English manufacturers meet 
their customers On market days. 

The Exchange wil! be open on certain days of 
the week for the tran-act on of general busi- 
ness and interchange of opinions. The Exeou- 
tive Committee of the association has the mat- 
ter in charge, and is looking for a permanent 
location, and may eventually erect a building 
for the purpose. The expense of conduoting 
the Exchange will be paid out of the general 
fund of the association, and no one member 
will be entitled to more privileges or possess a 

reater interest in it than another, no matter 

ow extensive his business may member 
of the association said to-day: 

“It is certainly one of the greatest steps that 
the manufacturers of Philadeiphia have ever 
taken. It will not only benefit them, but the 
whole community. By baving a regular place 
and time for the tranraction of business we ex- 

ect to bring the merchants of the South and 

Vest into direct communication with us, and 
tbereby prevent their going to New-York to 
buy of the commission merchants, Of course, 
the retail trade would be greatly benefited by 
the change, and the hotels would do a corre- 
sponding!y increased business. A large quantity 
of Philadelphia manutactured material is sold 
in New-York, By the establishing of the Ex- 
change, where samples would be shown 
and sales consummated, the buyers wouid 
flock here, if only for convenience, 
Thus, by bringing ourselves into closer com- 
munication with the Western and Southern 
trade, it will be easier to introduce our goods 
into new localities. The old Textile Association, 
which was composed of a few manufacturers 
and wool merchants, attempted to put in oper- 
ation asomewhat similur plan sometime ago, 
but it failed because the interests represented in 
the association were not great enough to make 
it pay. The Textile Manufacturers’ Association 
is, however, a very different organization, and 
now that the spinners and dyers are uniting 
themselves with us, we not only comprise the 
bulk of the textile industry of Philadelphia, but 
the auxiliary branches of thetrade. The mat- 
ter is at present very young, but it is develop- 
ing rapidly and will be full grown in a few 
weeks. It is bound to be a success,” 








AFTER TWENTY-ONE YEARS.

A MURDERER CONFESSES HIS CRIME AND IS 
ARRESTED, 

Derrorr, Mich., May 25.—On May 24, 
1865, Joseph Titus, colored, disappeared from 
his home in Burlington, N. J.,and six months 
later his body was found buried on an island in 
the Delaware River, directly opposite the town, 
The skuli was fractured, and there were evt- 


dences of other wounds, Although the best de- 
tectives in the State attempted to solve the 
mystery, it could not be unraveled. Soon after 
the finding of the body John Wesley Garwood, 
a@ prosperous farmer, left the town and took up 
his residence at Durand, Shiawassee County 
this State, about 60 miles west oO 
Detroit, Recently Garwood, who bad 
been sick tor a long time, was given 
up by his physician, aad upon being informed 
that be could not live be confessed that he bad 
murdered Titus in Burlington 21 years ago, and 
told how he had buried the body where it was 
found.

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING: OF THR 
FRIENDS OF IRELAND, 
WORDS OF ENCOURAGEMENT AND CHEER 
FOR GLADSTONE AND PARNELL—ALEX- 
ANDER SULLIVAN’S ADDRESS. 


CuIcaGo, May 25.—The meeting to-night 
of the friends of home rule in Ireland was one 
of the largest representative gatherings ever 
held in this city. The platform was in the centre 
of the north side of the Battery Armory. Upon 
it were the Governor of Illinois, chosen presid- 
ing o“icer of the meeting, and a number 
of Vice-Presidents, embracing Judges on 
the Bench, Congressmen, ministers of all 
church denominations, and men prominent 
in all the walks of life. The list of Vice-Presi- 
dents embraced 300 names. The platform was 
festooned with evergreen and the background 
was covered with American and Irish flags 
blended, Gov. Oglesby was escorted from his 
hotel to the hall by the companis of the Hiber- 
nian Rifles and Clan-na-Gael Guards, carrying 
the American and Irish national colors, En- 
thusiastic cheering marked the advent of the 
Guvernor, After having been escorted to the 
platform and introduced, Gov. Oglesby spoke 
briefly. Alexander Sullivan followed, and in 
the course of his speech said: 


“ Thousand of families are evicted every month in 
Ireland. ‘he crowbar brigade, notwithstandin 
alleged remedial land legislation, still does its bruta 
work in Ireland. Ireland’s wrongs are practicul 
living ones. They can only be removed by an Irish 
Legislature. But the Tories say the Lrish will not ac- 
cept this asa finality, and the Irish in America will 
persist in interference. The Tories ask, Why do the 
Irish not pledge themselves to be silent forever more 
if we give them this moiety of justice? We 
answer, Who can pledge for the next genera- 
tion? Can the English Parliament pledxe 
that the English democracy, embittered by Tor 
Stupidity and aristocrat robbery, may not abolis 
King and Lords, even, before a generation has passed 
away? ‘The Irish in Lreland muet of necessity be the 
judves of their form of government. They mu t know 
whether it is a good or a bad one. Whenever they are 
satisfied our political work in their behalf will bedone, 
Until they are satisfied it will remain undone. We 
have no pledges to give that a nation will accept 
un untried and crudely prepared bili granting very 
limited local legislative powers in settlement of 
every trouble or wrong it may exverience. We have 
advice togive. It is this: *Ke just and fear not.’ The 
English 'l'ories, the English royal family, the English 
aristocracy, need that advice in dealing with the Eng- 
lish Masses a8 much as they need it in dealing with 
the irish people. In these days, when the whole world 
discovers how easily, how happily, how prosperously a 
Government can get along without aristocracy sna 
without royalty, pledges forthe political action or the 
political progress of to-morrow are feebie reeds, ‘I'o- 
night’s dew may dissolve them. The morning’s winds 
may sweep them away.” 


Short speeches followed by Wirt Dexter, Judge 
T. A. Moran, John F. Finerty, Judge Jonbn G. 


Rogers, Judge Elliott Anthony, Judge Pren- 
dergast, the Revs. Maurice J. Dorney, H, 
W. Bolton, Arthur Swayse, T. F. Galli- 
an, Rabbi E.G. Hirsch, the Rev. W. G. 
teed, and the Rev. E. A. Larrabee. Letters 
of regret for their inability to attend and in- 
dorsing the sentiments of the meeting were read 
from Senator Join Sherman, Speaker Carlisle, 
Senator Logan, the Hon. William Henry Smith, 
ex-Postmaster-General Frank Hatton, the Kev. 
Arthur Little, the Very Rev. Canon J. H. 
Knowles, Prot. David Swing, and the Hon. 8, 
Corning Judd, Postmaster of Chicago. Mr. W. 
K. Sullivan offered the resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted. The more important of 
them were as follows: 


“Ten thousand citizens of Chicago, in mass meeting 
assembled on Tuesduy Muy 26, 1886, with his Excel- 
lency Richard J. Oglesby, Governor of the State of 
lilinois, In the chair, unanimousiy declare that the peo- 
ple of Ireland have their hear.felt sympathy in their 
endeavor to secure the restoration of the native Pare 
liament which was taken from them by bribe y and 
fraud. Residents of a free nation, enjoying the bless- 
ings of se:f-government, we profoundly sympathize 
with every iiberty-loving people who are denied the 
privileges we enjoy and who aspire to the freedom under 
which we have so phenomenal'y thrived.* We congratu- 
late the Irish people on the sagacity, the courage, the 
fidelity with which thetr great leader and his br Iliant 
and patriotic as<oclates have prosecuted their nation's 
cuuse. A people who have maintuined such discipline, 
such order, such unanimity ina struggle aguinst odds 
so terrible: who have been the victims of threatened 
famine, which waa only averted by the devotion of 
their kindred and the generosity of their friends of all 
nationalities who huve c.osed their ranks and pra- 
served their jine of march open while their command- 
ere were thrust Into jail; who have spoken and writ- 
ten in behalf of liberty when free pres<es were sus- 
pended and free speech was suppressed, must bave in 
them the qualities upon which @ pure social and a free 
politica) fabric can safeiy rest. 

“We assure the great English Premier that the 
crowning act of his political career has won for him 
the respect and admiration fof the American people 
We congratulate him on the conscience and the cour. 
age which guided and strengthen him tn the face of 
taunts and insults to confess the errors of his country 
in thelr ast relations wifh Ireland and to 
lead in the path of reparation and 
The present Parliament reject 
counsel. He may not live to see 
fruits enjoyed, but his name wil! always be assoctated 
with se! proxressive step which the future shal! re- 
cord in the history of the oppressed and plundered 
peopie of Ireland, and inthe forward march of the 
democracies of England and Scotiand. tie willalways 
be remembered tn his relationsto the liberty of Lre- 
land, as Chatham {s remembered tn his relations tothe 
liberty of America. 

“ The Irish-American citizens hereassembled pledge 
their continued support to their «indred until Ireland's 
own Parliament shal! be established, with power to re- 
store Ireland's commerce, Ireland's schools, lreland's 
prosperity, and lreland’s peace.” 


The following message was sent from the 
meeting: 

CHICAGO, May 25, 1886. 
To Parnell, House of Commons, London: 

Chicago citizene in mass meeting assembled request 
me to express to Mr. Gladstone their appreciation of 
the services rendered by him to liberty and humanity 
by the introduction of hia bill to restore legisiative 
independence to Ireland. His ely d to overcome 
prejudice, to view fairly and broadly the present 
unnatural relations of the Engiish and the irish 
people, and his mnunifest desire to undo the 
wrongs und remove the dissensions which 
have caused the nelghboring islands to live in 
batred and warfare, do honor not only to his head and 
to bis heart, but also to the nation and the age of 
which he is 80 conspicuous a citizen and leader.

For the second time since the tie-up on 
Third-avenue, the Executive Board has been re- 
organized.

Gannon and Wallace, two members of the board, 
who had done practically no service, next bad to 
suffer decapitation in short order, as did Boyle, 
formerly an inspector on Third-avenue, and who 
went on the board with Collum, after O’Don- 
nell’g removal. In thelr stead were elected 
W. wW. Greenwood, a_ Forty-second-street 
driver, McMillan, a striking horseshoer, James 
Waters, of Brooklyn, and William Crappo, a 
Brooklyn driver. Gannon had held a place on 
the board by reason of his position as Worthy 
Foreman of the district. Crappo became Worthy 
Foreman. Only Graham, an ex officio member;

the old board, the maicrity thus being new 
men. Whut the new board will do is kept 
secret.

On the other hand, one of the unofficial 
insinuations to be picked up in spite of the 
pervading injunction of secrecy was that a 
conference would soon be sought with the com- 
pany to learn the best terms the men can now 
get.

Mr. Hart and 
Lawyer Lauterbach said last night that no over- 
tures had yet been made by the new board, 
and that if any were madethe company could 
give the old men achance to returnonly by 
making individualapplication. Superintendent 
Robertson said he added 125 names tothe extra 
list of drivers yesterday. 

Capt. Collum went to the strikers’ hall for a 
few minutes after the district meeting, but after 
that hid his diminished head. He will go back 
to his former place as starter at the Madison- 
avenue bridge. One of the stories in regard to 
Colium’s plans came out yesterday, showing 
that he worked to get the various local assem- 
blies in the vicinity to send men to get employ- 
ment in Third-avenue in order to work up an 
assembly within the stables. When that was 
done he proposed to force a settlement by tyin 
up everything. Capt. Collum yesterday denle 
having entertained such a plan. 

Six young fellows from Pennsylvania, newly 
employed on the Third-avenue Road, met by ap- 
pointment at 8:30 o‘clock last evening to go toa 
Bowery theatre.

THE REASONS ASSIGNED FOR A POSTPONE- 
MENT UNTIL TO-DayY. 

There were several thousand people dis- 
appointed yesterday when the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Jockey Olub determined 
upon a postponement of the races until to-day. 
The notice of the committee was sent to the city 
soon after 10 o'clock in the morning, but the 
news reached a comparatively small number of 
people. The crowd of race-goers began passing 
into the Grand Central station soon after the 
noon hour, but they were confronted witha 
notice atthe window of the ticket office that 
the races were postponed.

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MACKEREL CATCHERS ALARMED 


a 
PROTESTING AGAINST THE PROHIBITORY 


BILL OF CONGRESSMAN REED, 


A bill which passed the House of Repres 
sentatives last week, engineered by Thomas By 
Reed, of Maine, prohibits the catching of com« 
mon mackerel on the coast from March 1 ta 
June 1, “excepting by hook and line in open 
boats not measuring over 20 feet.”” This bill ta 
so useless that it is hoped it will not meet the ap-« 
proval of the Senate. If the Representative 
from Maine really urged the passage of this bill 
in the belief that thereby the general stock of 
fish food for the future could ba increased, hi¢ 
theory is based on no knowledge of the facts. 


It is not, however, quite certain that if the bill 
were passed it might not be of some smal value 
tothe Stateof Maine, more particulariy of th 
Canadian fishermen, and to the detriment of al 
the other seaboard States from Muine to Vire 
ginia. 

The only reason Mr. Reed can have for pro 
hibiting the taking of mackerel by the Jargg 
fishing smacks using seines is that the mackerel 
are in aspawning condition and are making in 
shore to deposit their eggs. The greatest of all 
autborities, Prof. Huxiey, asserts that man's 
efforts, with all his appliances, cannot “appre- 
ciably” diminish the vast number of the wan. 
dering or pelagic sea fish. When or where tha 
mackerel spawn has not yet been clearly deter 
mined. In “The Natural History of Acuatiq 
Animals,” published by the United States Fisy 
Commission, may be found in brief al! the 
data. On page 295 of the text Prof. Goode 
writes: ‘*The spawning season occurs in May in 
Southern New-England, in May and June in 
Massachusetts Bay, andin Junein the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence.”” Mr. Reed presupposes the fac? 
that the mackerel spawn south of Maine in May, 
while they only spawn in Northern New-Eng- 
land in June. Why, then, if he is for prohibiting 
catching mackerel from March to June, does he 
not take in the whole of June, for then the ripa 
fish, if they did spawninear shore, would be de~ 
positing their eggs somewhere near the Maing 
coast? Butit is not known whether mackerel 
do cast their eggs near shore or in deep water, 

Suppose the bill passed the Senate, what 
would be the consequences? Last year from 
April 1 until June 1 55,000 barrels of mackerel, 
weighing 11,000,000 pounds, worth $225,000 whole- 
sale, were received in New-York. At once these 
fish went into general consumption. It was nos 
New-York alone which took the mackerel, but 
they were distributed all over the country— 
everywhere within a radius of 1,000 miles or 
more, The poorer people, who could buy mack- 
ere! at a low price, saved money on their daily 
expenses. The advent of mackerel is always op- 
portune, as it comes during the Lenten season, 
when fish are in demand, and it always lowers 
the general price of fish. 

Has it been proved, however, that seining, oF 
the catching of mackerel in quantity, has ree 
duced theirnumber. In his testimony before 
the United States Senate committee, Feb. 10, 
1886, Mr. E. G. Biackford, Fish Commissioner of 
this State, said **that notwithstanding the im- 
mense catch and large consumption of tnese fish, 
both for food and for other purposes, these same 
fish in our markets to-day are just as plenty ana 

ust as cheap, and I think somewhat cheaper, 

ecause of the increased facilities for catching 
them.” Ina paper read by Mr. Blackford before 
the Fish Cultural Association he recited 
the many cases where sva fish had become 
scarce one year to return again in great- 
er abundance than ever the next season. 
should Mr. Reed’s measure be sanctioned by the 
Senate, it will be of advantage to two parties: 
The Maine fishermen and the Canadians. The 
fishermen on the coast of Maine rarely, if ever, 
send their fisbing craft South for mackerel, ag 
they do not build smacks adapted to the bust 
ness. But to the Canadians the Reed bill would 
be a perfect bonanza. They, would catch the 
mackerel, and. snigyvering over their mediwval 
bait enactment, would ship by land over the 
border their mackerel by the carloads, and 
New-York and every other city wouii them 
have to pay three or four times as much for 
mackerel as they were worth, and get very stale 
fish in the bargain. 

In order to show how erratic is the mackerel, 
and asif to defeat exactly Mr. Reed's theory, 
that these fish follow fixed laws as to their com- 
ing, the present year presents some remarkable 
facts. On thelst of the April mackerel were 
off Cape Henry, on the 4th off the east shore of 
Long Island, and on the 10tb they were off Nova 
Scotia, and the finest fish came from there on 
May 23. Then the mackere! men South caught 
mackerel of fair size cff the Delaware capes. It 
is not possible that in the short space of time the 
same school of fish should have migrated. The 
mackerei came in evidently from the deep sea at 
pretty nearly the same time. This Spring 
has been a remarkable one, for both bluefish 
and sheepsheads have been caught freely 60 days 
ahead of prior years. Mr. Reed's bill has met se 
far with the condemnation of every intelligeni 
fisberman and fish dealer. Representing the New: 
York wholesale fish market, Benjamin Wesi 
went to Washington to express the dissatisfao- 
tion of the dealers, An inquiry sent to Gloucester 
where nine-tenths of all the mackerel vessels are 
owned, informed the New-York committee tha? 
Gloucester was opposed to Mr. Reed’s bill.

ears. There are something like 146.000 freight 
cars owned and operated upon the 7,000 miles of 
railroads in this State. Whenever a railroad 
accident occurs immediate notice must be for- 
warded to the Commissioners. The number of 
eases Of brakemen and other employes whose 
members were monthly maimed by the danger- 
ous method of car coupling so long in vogue 
was appalling. The Commissioners took this 
single subject under consideration and, by ar- 
gzument and appeal, finally gave it such im- 
portance that the railroad companies them- 
selves became interested. The Legislature of 
1884 was prevailed upon to pass a law declaring 
that “after July 1, 1886, no couplers shall be 
placed upon any new freight car to be built 
or purchased for use, in whole or in 
part, upon any steam railroad in this 
State, unless the same can be coupled 
and uncoupled automatically without the 
necessity of having a person guide the link, lift 
the pin by hand, or go between the ends of the 
cars. The corporation, person, or persons oper- 
ating said railroad, and violating the provisions 
of this section, shall be liable to e penalty of not 
exceeding $100 for each offense.” The Legis- 
lature of 1886. by the way, never passed a single 
measure drawn and advocated by the Commis- 
* The Commissioners have selected Wednesday, 
June 16, on whicn to conduct practical tests 
of automatic freizht car couplers. These will 
be made at the East Albany yards of the New- 
York Centra! and Hudson River Railroad, begin- 
ning at 10 A. M. No couplers will be considered 
uniess they are attached to at least two freight 
cars. Railroad men from every quarter are en- 
pected to be present and witness the tests. 

Since it became known that the Commission- 
ers were interested in saving the lives and limbs 
of railroad employes by securing the application 
of automatic couplers the inventors have for- 
warded them models of every conceivable kind 
of mechanical appliances for car coupling. 
Some of them are decidedly ingenious, others 
are cumbersome, while a few are constructed 
upon the principie that freight cars should be 
locked togetber as tightly as the jaws of a 
steel vise. Railroad men are agreed that 
there should be some play in couplings for 
freight cars, and they pass over models which 
do not recognize this principle. Some of the 
couplings are made to be operated by a lever 
projecting beyond the side of the car. Others 
seem to be constructed for operation solely from 
the tops of cars. One of the simplest of the col- 
lection now in the Railroad Commissioners’ 
office was invented by a mechanic employed by 
the New-York Central. Every inventor who 
forwards his model invariably accompanies it 
with the modest explanation that “‘this is the 
best thing ever yet invented.” 

**Probably a hundred models have been sent 
to the Commissioners, perhaps more,” said 
Secretary Hudson to-day. ‘*“*‘ Many of them are 
exceedingly ingenious. Some of them are s0 
expensive that they are impracticable. I re- 
member sitting here in the office one day when 
a chap came in, followed by five associates. 
Each of them hadabundle. The leader just cast 
one glance at me, and then without a word he un- 
did his bundle and commenced to lay a miniature 
railroad track sll around the floor and into the 
Commissioners’ private rooms. The fifth man 
produced a lot of cars, and the last man drew a 
locomotive out of his package. Then I began to 
get interested. The leader arranged the track 
so that it ran up and down heavy grades and 
around sharp curves. Tnen he lighted a match, 
touched it to the locomotive, and away went the 
miniature train at a great rate of speed. Then he 
purposely caused an accident to the train, and 
he object of the invention became apparent at 
onee. Every car uncoupled from its neighbor 
as if by magic. Some of them remained on 
the track and _ = others toppled to the 
floor, He repeatea this several times, and 
pach time the mechanism completely 
femonstrated that the cars immediately 
become detached from each other. It was the 
most ingenious device Leversaw. The amount 
of gearing and mechanism necesSary for each 
car simply made the invention enormously 
costly,and of courseimpracticable. Hethought 
be bad fortune by the throat, and I could not 
convince him to the contrary. I yielded 
to his solicitations for letters of intro- 
duction to two practical railroad men, and 
away be went. I afterward received notice 
from these gentlemen that my life would be in 
danger if I ever sent any more inventors to 
them. The Railroad Commission of Massachu- 
petts has approved of several car couplers, and 
Railroad Commissioner McPherson, of Michigan, 
is now engaged in selecting several for approval, 
The New-York commission can do no more than 
to recommend the adoption of one or more of 
the couplers which stand the best test next 
month at the East Albany yards.” 

Ths Railroad Commissioners have just dis- 
posed of what known as the “bug case,” 
crowing outof the strike on the Third-Avenue 
Horse Kaliroad in New-York City.

HOW EASILY THE SaFE OF A WARSAW 
LAWYER WAS EMPTIED. 

Warsaw, N. Y., May 25.—A new and 
shrewdly planned scheme, which was executed 
most successfully, was that by which the safe in 
the law office of Lloyd A. Hayward was emptied 
of its valuable contents early Monday evening, 
without noise or any particular hazard. The 


| particulars are given very lucidly by the son, 


Mr. Edward L. Hayward, thus: 

“I was sitting in the office Monday afternoon 
when a gentiemanly appearing fellow entered 
in an extremely nervous manner and handed 
me a printed card of the manufacturers of our 
office safe, which read: ‘The Barnes Safe and 
Lock Company, of Pittsburg, Penn., J. L. Sayre, 
Traveling Representative.’ The fellow was 
about 35 years old, of very dark complexion 
wearing dark hair and mustache, clothes and 
hat, and standing about 5 feet 8 inches, He 
said he was looking after the output of his con- 
cern and repairing anythine out of order that he 
might find; aiso changing the lock’s combination 
if desirea. Looking ovcr the sate he asked if the 
comtination remained the same as when it was 
shipped to us, and not having the least suspicion 
aroused [informed him that it did. I told him 
to call in later and see father, He did call, but 
failed to find him in. He then,inquired if he came 
down to the office nights, evidently intending to 
wet his job done and be off on an express train, 
the latest of which leaves here at 11:45 o’clock. 
I told him he did not. Having secured the two 
points from me which I can now see he wanted 
by his weli directed conversation he left. 

“I was at the office at about 8 P. M., and found 
everything all right. At 10 P. M. I visited 
it again, and found the door open, also the one 
of the room opposite to me, occupied by Ceylon 
Otis, an insurance agent, who has a safe, but of 
a different make. I found the safe door had 
been opened by its combination, the iron 
rooney chest inside wrenched off by the aid of 
the stove poker, and the office ransacked cen- 
eraily. This box was carried off intact. It con- 


| tained about $20,000 worth of securities in the 


way of bank stock, United States Express stock, 
certificates of deposit, notes, and $100 and over 
in cash belonging to estates. Luckily, my 
father had removed a large amount in 
negotiable paper, which he had kept in the safe, 
to the bank vaults below. About this time, it 
is now remembered, the house was shadowed by 
apn accomplice to guard against any surprise to 
the party inthe office.

SLAVES TO THE COCAINE HABIT. 
—_—_~-=—_—_——— 


PITIABLE CONDITION OF DR, HAZEN 
AND HIS DAUGHTER, 

Evaurra, N. Y., May 25.—The victims of 
the cocaine habit, Dr. A. 8. Hazen and daughter, 
whose wild ravings at the Delavan House yes- 
terday created suchafuror among the guests 
and people in the vicinity, were seen by a TIMES 
representative tu-day, after they had received 
treatment at the City Hospital during the night 
and morning. Although seeming rational, the 
couple presented a sorry sight and showed clear- 
ly that their brains had undergone slow but 
sure poisoning by the persistent experimenting 
ot the doctor on himself and daughter. 
Hazen in his best spells, when balanced 
by cocaine, seems well  s6atisfled with 
the result of his experimenting, and says that he 
will soon abandon the use of the drug; but this 
seems to be a delusion, as he is considered hope- 
lessly lost to the cocaine habit. Dr. Hazen stated 
that be bad gradually used morphine while ex- 
perimenting, and that the habit of using that 
drug grew so strong on him that bis crav- 
ings for it were unbearable, and that in or- 
der to break himself of the habit and to 
appease the pain sometimes caused by his in- 
satiate longings for morphine he began taking 
cocaine. He was cured of the morphine 
cravings, but found the cocaine babit fastened 
upon bim in its stead. He then thought he would 
continue it to see what the result would be, and 
he paid dearly for it. He cluims that he has 
demonstrated that those who have been disouss- 
ing the drug did not know what they were talk- 
ing or writing about, and said that he will him- 
self write a work on cocaine and its effects on the 
humansystem, He expected to take his daugch- 
ter to Wellsborough, Penn., this afternoon and 
then to go to Sharpsville, Penn., himself. 

About noon Constable Fean repaired to the 
hospital, and on an attachment that had been 
sworn out by Bauch & Lomb, of Rochester, at- 
tached all of Hazen’s belongings. The firm 
brought suit before Justice Roper, of this city, 
to secure about $250 worth of goods that they 
bad sent to Hazen on approval while he bad his 
residence in Indiana, The principal part of the 
goods sought after was a fine microscope 
and a number of valuable objectives. The 
microscope was found and taken posses- 
sion of by the officer, but the objectives 
eould not be secured, nor would Hazen 
tell what bad become of them. Hazen had also 
pawned goods witb Watson, the East Water- 
&treet pawnbroker, to the amount of $38 50, and 
had invested a portion of the money in cocaine. 
At one of the railroad stations the constable 
also levied on several boxes of household goods 
that bad been shipped as freight. Hazen had 
peen running about the city considerably dur- 
ing the day, and both he and his daughter 
seemed to continue rational under the influence 
of the drug, which they use constantly to keep 
them braced up.

A BIG LUMBER FIRE, 
sceczanlitiicctcmces 
THE LOSSES OVER $200,000, WITH AN 
INSURANCE OF ONLY $84,000. 
WavsAU, Wis., May 25.—The most de- 
structive fire that has ever visited Wausau broke 
out in an idle mill owned by B. G. Plumer, in 
the southwestern part of the city, yesterday 
afternoon. The wind was blowing a gale, and 
the fire soon formed a junction with the lum- 
ber in Plumer's yard and swept south and west, 
driving directly to the Alexander Stewart Lum- 


ber Company’s mill and lumber. Efforts 
were made by the firemen and volunteers 
to stay the conflagration, but without 
avail, and in 30 minutes from the first 
alarm half a mile of lumber was in flames. 
The pumping engines of the water works were 
out of repair and the water soon failed. The 
fire spread to the Lake Shore and Western Rauil- 
road station property and destroyed the round- 
house, water tank, freight house, and several 
small buildings. It was late in the night before 
the fire was gotten under control, but the 
flames still burst out here and there. The loss 
will foot up over $200,000. The Plumer and 
Stewart lumber yards were*completely swept 
by the flames. B.G. Plumer lost 4,000,090 feet 
of lumber and other property, in all valued at 
$50,000; no insurance. The Alexander Stewart 
Lumber Company lost 8,000,000 feet of lumber, 
tracks, and bridges, all valued at $150,000; in- 
surance, $84,000. The Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
and Western Company’s loss is about $5,000, and 
other small losses $5,000,

THE CHARGES WHICH HAVE BEEN MADE 
AGAINST MR, BRUMELKAMP. 
Syracuse, N. Y., May 25.—The hearing 
in the matter of the charges against P. J. Brum- 


_elkamp, Superintendent of the Onondaga Salt | 


Springs Reservation, will begin to-morrow 
afternoon in this city before ex-Assemblyman 
Rice, of Ontario County, the Referee appointed 
by Gov. Hill. The prosecution will be conducted 
by ex-District Attorney William P, Goodelle 
and M. F. Sherlock, the latter representing the 
organization known as the Onondaga Democ- 
racy, which is composed of Democrats hostile to 
the machine In this county, and whose leaders 


have furnished the backbone of the movement 
against the accused ofticer. The defense has been 
intrusted to Harrison Hoyt, a criminal lawyer 
of large repute locally, who will probably be as- 
sisted by William A. Beach, the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for this district. 

The first specification in the general charge of 
“mal and corrupt conduct in office’ brought 
against Superintendent Brumelkamp recites 
that, instead of providing for the equitable dis- 
tribution of the water of the Salt Springs, he 
unduly favored one manufacturer by permit- 
ting him to make direct connections with two 
wells containing brine stronger by 8 or 10 
degrees than that furnished from the common 
reservoir, The second specification alleges that 
he has beautified his private premises at the ex- 

ense of the State. The third is to the effect that 

e has appropriated to his own use, for the pur- 
poses of a lawn, a reservation lot fronting on 
the finest street in the city and adjoining his 

rivate residence, and that he bas corruptly 
eased valuable Jands belonging to the State. 
The fourth and fifth specifications are 
similar to the second, In the sixth the 
charge is that he paid to his nepbew a large sum 


of public money for services rendered him ag 
a private individual. The seventh alleges that 
he conspired with a numberof persons to de- 
fraud the State in the sale of four sait lots in 
May of last year. The eighth charges bim with 
the payment of several hundred dollars of pub- 
lic money to divers persons upon pretended biils 
made out at his direction for the purpose of se- 
curing their personal and political influence, 
The last count in the indictment recites that he 
violated an act of the Legislacure passed on May 
1, 1885, providing for the purchase of a large 
amount of materials for the reservation by 
awarding the contracts in a manner wholly un- 
like that specified in the bill. 

Superintendent Brumelkamp’s answer is a 
general and specific denial of each and every 
allegation made by his accusers. The charges, 
be further says, were uot made in good faith, 
but were instigated by personal and political 
enmity and for the sole purpose of injuring 
him in his good name and character, official and 
personal, in the locality in which he lives. The 
Superintendent has the activé support of the 
Democratic machine politicians, anu every pos- 
sible influence will be brought to_bear in the 
effort to secure his vindication. On the other 
hand, the exertions of his accusers have been 
and will be equally strenuous, They are confi-

SALMON FISHING IN MAINE, 


MANY FINE FISH CAUGHTIN THE PENOBSCOT 
RIVER THIS SEASON, 

Banoor, Me., May 25. — The State Fish 
Commissioners here always claimed that Penob- 
scot salmon would take the fly providing the 
river was kept clear of sawdust and opportuni- 
ties for breeding allowed. In years gone by a 
few have been caught, but until last season no 
good catches were made, 50 being taken then. 
This year long before saimon were expected 
they began to rise to the fly, and during this 
month about 150 bave been landed. They are 
taken within the city limits, below the dam, 
where the river is less than half a mule 
in width, and where the banks are clear, 
The average weight is 18 pounds, smaliest 
10 pounds, largest 25. Fishing in swift water 
from boats at anchor is the usual metkod, but 
many good fish have been taken by casting from 
the shore. Saturday last State Fish Commis- 
sioner Stanley hooked a 25-pound fish and was 
four hours in landing him. At the same time 
and near the same: place another fish took the 
fly, made a short run, and leaped out of the 
water, falling into the boat near by. Many are 
lost, as nearly all the fishermen are new at the 
business. <All experts who have come here 
have been successful. Mr. Frederick Ayer, 
& merchant here, an expert salmon fish- 
erman, has caught 20, the total weight 
of the lot being nearly 400 pounds. The Rev. 
Newman Smyth, of New-Haven, has caught 
six; Mr. Mitchell, Norwich, Conn., caught 
several, and many other New-England and 
Canadian fishermen have had good success. 
They all say nothing hke itis to be found either 
in American or Canadian waters. The season 1s 
early, the best time in years past for salmon 
catching In weirs having beenio July. Salmon 
have put in an appearance at various points up 
the river, also in the St..Croix River, the bound- 
ary line between Maine and New-Brunswick, 
and are taking the fly there. Nothi®g but the 
fioatisg sawdust thrown into the river in viola- 
tion of Jaw can prevent fine fishing in both 
rivers. The excitement here is intense, and 
every means will be taken to keep the river 
pure, Boats and fishing gear are plenty, and 
hotel accommodations ample,

TARIFF REFORM. 

WILEESBARRE, Penn., May 25.—A meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the Revenue 
Reform Press Association of Pennsylvania was 
held at the Glen Summit Hotel this afternoon, 
The Hon. B. F. Meyers, of Harrisburg, presided, 
avd C. Ben Johnson, of the Wilkesbarre Leader, 
acted as Secretary.

FOUND GUILTY OF FRAUD. 
NEw-ORLEANS, May 25.—The time of the 
United States Circuit Court for 10 days past has 
been taken up in thetrial of Henry M. Frisbie, 
Herman Von Wertheim, and Dr. William H.

by presenting a false pension claim. One Jobn

ears ago, leaving & pension claim of $1,900 due 

im. It would have lapsed for want of legiti- 
mate heirs, whereupon bills against the estate 
were submitted as provided by law, Hire 
claimed $750 for medical services, Von Wer- 
theim cbarged for a loan of ; sroceries, 
$500; undertaker, $250; rent, $240; nurse, 
$365, &c., making 3,457 in all. The 
vouchers were repared and the claim 
was filed against the unpaid pension by Fris- 
bie, An agent of the Pension Bureau sent 
hither by Commissioner Dudiey discovered the 
fraudulent character of theclaim, The parties 
were indicted and tried. The proof of the bogus 
character of the claims was overwhelming, but 
the conspiracy was not so clearly estab- 
lished. The jury therefore acquitted Hire and 
found the other two guilty of traud. The pen- 
alty is one to five years’ imprisonment or $1,000 
to $5,000 fine. Frisbie was a Colone! in the army 
from Indiana, and Brevet Brigadier. Mr. 
Wertheim claimed to be a Ruisian Baron and to 
have served in several armies. He has been in 
State prison before. Hire, who secured acquit- 
tal, was one of the parties who obtained an ap-

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OBITUARY.

GEN. FREDERICK N. OGDEN. 

Gen. Frederick N. Ogden died in New- 
Orleans last night after a prolonged and painful 
illness. He belongedto a historicfamily. His 
father was of North Carolina and his mother of 
Spanish stock. He was bornin Baton Rouge in 
1837, entered mercantile life, but abandoned it to 
enter the ConfederateArmy,in the Crescent Rifles 
of New-Orleans, and later was Color Sergeant of 
Dreux Battalion on the Virginia Peninsular. He 
commanded a heavy battery at Fort Jackson 
when Farragut passed up,and later at Vicks- 
burg as Major of the Eighth Louisiana com- 
manded the floating battery there. Upon the sur- 
render he was taken prisoner of war. After 
being exchanged heserved fora time on the staff 
of Lieut.-Gen. Leonidas Polk, and subsequently 


became Lieutenant-Colonel of Scott's Cavairv 
in Forest's command, After the war he took an 
active part in politics and was President of the 

oung Men’s National Democratic Association 
in 1866, tne organization which had most todo 
with placing the Louisiana Democracy in line 
with the party of the Nation. — 

When the White League was organized, early 
in the seventies, he was the chosen commander. 
He led the attack on the Third District Police 
Station in i872, where he received a_ slight 
wound, He commanded the league and directed 
ity movements on Sept. 14, 1874, when Gov. Kel- 
logg was driven from the State House, and forced 
to take refuge in the Custom House. In 1879 
and 1883 he was a vandidate for Governor in op- 
position to Wiltz and M. Enery, but failed to 
secure a nomination. Of the late Worid’s Ex- 
position he was General Superintendent, which 
wus his last appearance in public life. In the 
great epidemic of 1878 he was President of the 
Howard Association, and so continued up to the 
time of his death, He was President also of the 
Louisiana branch of the Red Cross Society.

GEORGE WAITZ. 

George Waitz, the German historian and 
publicist, died in Berlin yesterday. He was born 
at Flensburg, Sleswick, Oct. 9, 1813. He studied 
law and history, first at the University of Kiel, 
moving afterward to that of Berlin. His first 
literary work was done as coliaborator with 
Leopold von Ranke in the compilation of the 
“Annals of the German Empire,’’ published 
in the years 1837-40. His labors with von 
Ranke laid the foundation of his wide historical 
knowledge. In he was appointed to 
a Professorship in the Kiel University, and 
in 1848 began his active political career. 
He became a member of the provision- 
ary Government of Rendsburg, and was 
sentto Berlin to protect the interests of the 
Duchies of Sleswick and Holstein. He be- 
came a Deputy to the National Assembly of 
Frankfort, and sided with the reformers who 
were then striving to effect the unity of the 
German Empire. On the death of M. Pertz he 
was Called by the Berlin Academy of Science to 
succeed his old masteras director of the pub- 
lication of the “* Monumenta.” Herr Waitz was 
a@ voluminous writer, and in bis _ historical 
method was a strict disciple of von Ranke. In 
his histories of the German Constitution, of 
Sleswick and Holstein, of the ancient law of 
the Salian Franks, he strove to put the reader in 

ossession of all the facts without passing any 
udgment upon them himself.

THE DOLPHIN AT SEA, 
STRAINED BY HEAVY SEAS OFF HATTERAS 
BUT ACCEPTED BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The Secretary of the 
Navy sent to the Senate to-day in compliance with 
@ recent resolution of that body a mass of official 
documents in relation to the crulsers Chicago, 
Boston, Atlanta. and Dolphin. In relation to 
the Dolphin he says: “She has been received 
by the department under the terms embvudied 
inthe agreement of Nov. 8, 1885. She therefore be- 
longs to the Government, the question remaining un- 
settled being what amountisto be paid forhber. That 
is the subject of present nexotiation. Aslsaidinmy 
annual report, many of the things which were the sub- 
ject of criticism have been remedied voluntarily by 
the contractor. Some others sre matters the respon- 


sibility for which it is difficult and probably impossib.e 
to locate ‘The money vuiue of the dilferences is not 
large and the proposition of the As-ignee: involves 
an aliowance of something in the neighborhood of 
$20,000, which will probably be a fair basis for the 
settiement of the matters in dispute.” 

Among the papers submitted (the majority of which 
have already been published) is the report of Capt. K. 
W. Meade upon the Doiphin’s trial trip, of which 
vessel he wasincommand. He left Newport Deo. 2v, 
and madetherunto Cape Henry, “ 350 nautica! miles 
in 24 hours 57 minutes, an average of 14 knots per 
hour between landmarks” “Ibe vibration aft,’’ he 
says, * when running at full speed, was trifling in com- 
parison with some steamers of my acquaintance, 
and neither myself nor the officers of the 
vessel observed any signs of structural weakness in 
the hull.” From Cape Henry he steered southeust all 
right. Off Cape Hatte:as ‘‘encountered a moderate 
gale from the southward, the force of the wind being 
recorded as from 7to8—searough,.” ‘I'he ship wus 
very uneasy, pitching through lJurge arc< and taking 
in large quantities of water forward, necessitating the 
battening sown of the hatches. The lack vf a proper 
number of freeing ports, he ssys, became painfully 
evident at 10 A.M. When he was about to subject 
the vessel to the second test of running with wind and 
sea on the bow. instead of di ectly ahead, she plunged 
and took a solid green sex over the bows, which cur- 
ried away bridve, ladders, aid gratings, started the 
framework of the bridge, filied tbe pilot house and for- 
ward fire room ventilators, and left 2% fee: of water 
fore and aft the deck, which passed of through the 
scuppers and freeing ports very slowly, the ship 
(rembling under the increased weight, which must 
have been quite 40 tons, and manifestly suffering. 
Cupt. Meade continues: *'l'o sum up, 1 consider the 
Do)phin :easonably strong ad her machinery re- 
liable. As to the latter, there is too muchof it: it 
occuples too much space and seems to have been 
carefully designed toemploy a8 Many men as pus- 
sibie. ‘ihe general plan: f the ship and machinery is 
unsatisfactory. In my sudemes a vesse! like the 
Volphn is wholly unsuited to the needs of our navy. 
The internal «srrangement has many absurd fea ures 
to the eye of a practical seaman, but on the whole, 
except as to rough work, my criticism of this vessel 
concerns the desiznerratherthanthe bulde.. * * * 
1 cannot help regarding her as a speces of marine 
crazy quilt; that is, she shows her design to be he 
outcome of many conflic ing opi ions, und not that of 
one controlling and competent brain.” 

JT).ereport of the civilian experis—Messrs. Brown, 
Steele, and Hiaug—says the weather throughout the 
trip was exceptionaliy fine for the season, and the 
small sea met with in the Gulf would not have ma- 
terlaliy retarded any of the numerous coastinu steam- 
ers. They regard the speed made from Newport to 
Cupe Henry her maximum. At sea, under ordinary 
circumstances, they suy she would not exceed |! knots. 
Against a strong breeze and a moderately heavy sea 
she would have to be slowed to four or five knots to 
keep her from flooding her decks and washing away 
everything movable. She is not fit, they say. to con- 
tend with bad weather, such as is usually encountered 
by our coasting steamers.

case for immediate and thorough investi- 
gation. Gen. BLack, Commissioner of 
Pensions, against whom these charges are 
brought, could not hold his office a day 
after the charges had been proved. It is 
the duty of the Senate to proceed promptly 
and energetically to establish either their 
truth or their falsehood. 








The marauding Apaches are said to be 
trying to reach the reservation from 
which they escaped in May of last year. 
They would not seek the reservation at 
this season if they were not in danger. 
A dispatch from Wilcox, Arizona, says 
that they are in great danger, because 
they have been almost surrounded by the 
troops who are pursuing them, and also 
‘carefully guarding the water holes on 
the border. But if they shall reach the 
reservation their welcome will be a warm 
one, for it is said that the troops and 
friendly Indians stationed there have been 
instructed to kill them. Volunteer com- 

ies are ranging the mountains, stimu- 
bated by the offer of a reward of $50 
for each Indian or head of an In- 
glian and of $2,000 for GzRoNIMO or 
bis head. It is reported from Wilcox,

Mites has made no promise of this kind 
the people of Arizona and New-Mexico 
will be glad to pay @ round sum to the 
volunteers for the extermination of these 
industrious assassins. 








A very mischievous bill introduced by 
Mr. Reep, of Maine, has passed the House 
of Representatives, It is an attempt to 
prohibit the catching of mackerel on our 
coast during the months of March, April, 
and May. As the leading ichthyologists 
have declared that man with all his appli- 
ances cannot sensibly diminish the quan- 
tity of sea-going fish, it seems that the meas- 
ure advocated by Mr. REED is a most use- 
less one and likely to lessen materially our 
supply of cheap food fish in the Spring 
and early Summer months. In another 
column will be found some of the many 
arguments in opposition to the bill. To 
enforce a measure of this kind would al- 
low the Canadians to do all the fishing for 
us, as far as mackerel are concerned, dur- 
ing two months. 








We are very glad to learn that Mr. 
ROSWELL P, FLoweEr is willing to accept 
the place on the Underground Wire Com- 
mission made vacant by the death of Mr. 
LoEw, to which he has been appointed by 
the Governor. Mr. FLOWER does not pro- 
fess to be an expert in the matter of deal- 
ing with electric wires, but he is a man of 
sound business judgment, of energy 
and public spirit, and, above all, he 
is a man who can be relied upon 
not to tolerate any jobbery in this 
business. We shall look to him to put 
some life and energy into the long- 
neglected task of placing the wires under 
ground and to use his influence to get rid 
of the jobbers and speculators who have 
been riding the scheme todeath. Theold 
Commissioners ought by this time to have 
in their possession all there is to be had 
relating to the work of wire burying and 
it remains to do something with it, Mr. 
FLOWER will undoubtedly insist upon 
going to work. 








It is not quite clear from the dispatches 
what Mr. GLADSTONE proposes to do with 
regard to the Irish measures, and it is 
quite possible that he is not himself clear. 
The withdrawal of the clause excluding 
Irish representatives from Westminster 
will undoubtedly be made, if that conces- 
sion seems likely to save the bill. 
It seems strange that this should 
be the most unpopular feature of 
the bill, seeing that the presence of the 
Irish members, and their power of mak- 
ing themselves disagreeable, was the 
main incentive with many Englishmen 
to considering a proposition that they 
should manage their own affairs at home. 
It is evident that the threat of dissolution 
is the most potent that can be used 
with wavering members of the House of 
Commons, and evident, also, that Mr. 
GLADSTONE means to make use of it to 
the fullest extent. 








Dr. SmitH, Health Officer, appeared 
yesterday for a little while before the 
special committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce on the rag-disinfecting busi- 
ness. He stated that he was ready to 
carry out the resolution of the Chamber 
adopted about a year ago. This simply 
proposes that rags shall be admitted at 
this port when the invoice is accompanied 
by a certificate of the Consul of the United 
States at the port of shipment that the 
rags have been duly disinfected or have 
been gathered in a district free from in- 
fection. But the promise to comply with 
the plan made by Dr. SmTH was imme- 
diately qualified by the statement that 
“the Government shall furnish its assur- 
ance to the Health Officer that the rags 
contain no infection.” When pressed as 
to what ‘‘ assurance” he required he spec- 
ified the certificate of a United States 
Inspector. As there are no United States 
Inspectors in many ports, this leaves the 
Health Officer still free to send such rags 
as he chooses to his friend BarTLeTT for 
disinfection. But there was finally ex- 
tracted from him a declaration that he 
** accepted the resolution in its entirety, 
in its letter, and in its spirit.” If he acts 
on that declaration all concerned will be 
satisfied. If he does not he will have to 
be dealt with accordingly. 








SENATORS AND THEIR SECRETS. 
Those good, easy souls who imagined 
that the opposition to secret sessions of 
the United States Senate would ‘“ blow 
over” must begin to see how much they 
were mistaken. On Monday the subject 
was again brought up in the Senate, and 
Mr. Gipson, of Louisiana, one of the clear- 
est headed and strongest of the Demo- 
crats, made a powerful speech against the 
odious star chamber. He maintained that, 
s0 far as the Executive nominations were 
concerned, the people had as much right 
to a public discussion of their merits and 
demerits as in the case of elective offices. 
And this is certainly true. It is absurd 
that when a man like Mr. Hoar, for in- 
stance, cannot oltain a seat in the Senate 
without having his character, his capac- 
ity, his career, and even his strongly 
marked personal peculiarities canvassed 
for months in advance, and his sensitive- 
ness, which is abnormal, subjected to the 
agony of unrestricted comment, acandidate 
for Postmaster in Mr. Hoar’s town must 
have his nomination considered with 
closed doors. According to the Massa- 
chusetts Senator this is done because 
some political enemy may make charges 
against the nominee which it would be 
cruel to examine in public, particularly 
if they were unfounded. But he cannot 
see—this curiously cross-eyed Senator— 
that, if there were to be public discussion 
of the charges, unfounded ones would not 
be so likely to be submitted. When Mr. 
Hoar himself goes, so to speak, to the 
market place, and shows his wounds and 
recounts his services he has no: fear that 
political malice will.dare to accuse him of

Most men do not make fools of 
themselves gratuitously. Mr. Hoar does 
sometimes, but he is suit generis, Most of 
the Senators who are clinging to this in- 
defensible and really shameful secrecy are 
doing so becsuse they know that it is 
necessary to keeping what Mr. GiBson 
calls their ‘‘ hold on the patronage,” which 
he wishes to ‘‘relax.” They know that 
the wicked scheme of ‘Senatorial court- 
esy” by which the Senators of the domi- 
nant party, if the Executive be of the 
same party, are given practical control of 
the appointments in their several States 
could not stand the light of day. They 
are, in plain English, ashamed of what 
goes on behind the closed doors, and 
afraid that they could not con- 
tinue it if the doors were opened. 
They think that they are serving their 
own interests by maintaining secrecy. 
They are mistaken, but that is their prih- 
cipal motive, and the fact that it is not 
shared, and is not even known appar- 
ently by such odd persons as the Senator 
from Massachusetts and the Senator from 
Vermont, does not alter the case. Mr. 
PLATT was entirely right when he said cn 
Monday that ‘‘ patronage” had ruined 
more Senators than any other one thing. 
He declared that he could mention many 
Senators who had been strong in every- 
thing else, but because of their use of 
patronage had been relegated to private 
life. There is nothing more notorious or 
unfortunate in the history of the Senate 
since the war than the blighting effect of 
the intrigues for appointments upon the 
careers of individual Senators and upon 
the tone and level of the Senate as a 
whole, 

Do not the really able and honorable 
men, of whom Mr. Hoar is plainly one, 
and a prominent one, see that the Repub- 
lican Party would have been far stronger 
in the last campaign for the Presidency 
if it had not been weighted with the use 
its Senators had made of patronage, and 
that it would be far stronger now than it 
is if its Senators had not wasted weeks in 
a disgraceful squabble over appointments 
in which they won a barren and ruinous 
victory ? There is certainly enough for 
Senators fit for their place to do without 
undertaking the thankless and profitless 
business of office-mongering that has*its 
sole refuge in the secret sessions. If Sen- 
ators could comprehend that we are a 
great nation, that the Executive Depart- 
ment is a great business concern to be 
run on business principles, that the secret 
interference of the Senate in its action is de- 
moralizing and injurious, we should have 
a very different upper chamber from the 
one we have now. It is due to the coun- 
try and it is due to the Senators them- 
selves that they should abandon their 
petty and antiquated methods and devote 
themselves to the real concerns of the 
Government of which they are a part 
They are only discrediting themselves 
with the country by adhering to it, 








THE MEXICAN TREATY. 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House has, by a majority of ten to one, 
reported adversely upon the bill to carry 
into effect the commercial treaty with 
Mexico, Strangely enough, the first ob- 
jection made to it is that it is exclusively 
commercial and has no political signifi- 
cance. As the sole purpose of the treaty 
was to promote commercial intercourse 
and reciprocal advantages in trade, this is 
a curious criticism. Another that is 
equally absurd is that it confers no 
exclusive privileges, but leaves both 
countries free to deal with its com- 
mercial interests in other respects as it 
may see fit. It seems to be assumed that 
barriers to commercial interchange should 
not be removed unless at the same time 
others are raised. Again, it is claimed 
that the treaty is one-sided because it 
offers to Mexico the advantages of trade 
with 60,000,000 people, while there are ob- 
tained in return only the advantages of 
trade with a population of 10,000,000. <Ac- 
cording to this argument there is nothing 
reciprocal in trade, and the two sides 
of a bargain are not balanced by the 
amount of buying and selling done, but 
by the number of people engaged in it. 
The majority of the committee does not 
recognize the simple principle that a coun- 
try cannot sell more than it buys, 
however large the market open to it. If 
there were any force in its argument no 
large country could open its markets to a 
small one without being overwhelmed 
with its products, and only nations of the 
same size could afford to trade with each 
other. The fact is that the disparity of 
size isin itself neither an advantage nor 
a disadvantage to either country. 


But the chief objection of the commit- 
tee to the treaty is that it would be an 
unwarrantable interference with our in- 
dustries in letting in sugar and:tobacco 
free. It is a curious argument to put 
forth in behalf of a great country with 
vast resources and highly developed in-: 
dustries that it cannot stand competition 
with a country like Mexico in any com- 
mon product of the two. Though it 
is claimed that Mexico has: such facil- 
ities for producing sugar, in point 
of fact it produces comparatively lit- 
tle, not enough for its own use, and 
already imports many times as much 
from this country as it exports toit. The 
tobacco which would come in free under 
the treaty would, on account of its char- 
acter and quality, not compete with our 
product, but admirably supplement it as a 
raw material for the manufacturers, The 
plea is made that the treaty would work 
injuriously to our agricultural interests 
generally. Surely if wecan stand com- 
petition in anything it is im agriculture, for 
Which our advantages are so great that 
already it is made to carry the enormous 
burden involved in tariff duties upon al- 
most everything that is exchanged for‘its 
products,

The majority of the committee 
makes the singular statement thet there 
is no advantage in the admission of our 
machinery and implements into Mexico 
because the people theredo not use them 
and do not needthem, Is it assumed that 
without the improved appliances of in- 
dustry they can still outdo us, that be- 
cause they do not have these they do not 
need to have them, and that the fact that 
they are not supplied with them isa rea- 
son why we cannot furnish them? A more 
remarkable string of inconsistencies could 
hardly be put together in so short a 
space. 

There is constant talk of our need of 
foreign markets, and especially of the de- 
sirability of fostering commercial inter- 
course with the other nations of this con- 
tinent. The wildest propositions for sub- 
sidizing steamship lines and paying a 
bounty upon shipping are entertained to 
extend our foreign trade, while we main- 
tain barriers against it, as if we could sell 
without buying. Here we have a neigh- 
bor upon our very borders whose climate, 
productions, and industries differ wide- 
ly from our own. Millions of dol- 
lars have been expended in_ estab- 
lishing lines of communication for 
rapid and cheap transportation with 
that country, and yet we permit such 
foreign trade as it has to go across the 
ocean to England and Germany, and 
when an opportunity offers for closer rela- 
tions and a profitable interchange of com- 
modities we turn our back upon it. Not 
only does the committee propose to do 
this, but it closes its report with a con- 
temptuous slap in the face to the nation 
that offers to increase trade facilities, say- 
ing in effect that it is a semi-barbarous 
community with which there can be no 
permanent or desirable relations, and in 
which persons and property have no ade- 
quate protection. American statesman- 
ship as exemplified in the report of the 
majority of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has reached a deplorably low level, 








TWO CONFLICTING POLICIES. 


The National Anti-Saloon Republican 
Conference, which is to meet at Trenton 
to-day, will undertake a work which de- 
serves the sympathy and aid of every good 
citizen. The saloon has played too large 
a part in our recent politics, and ought to 
be put out and put down, not only by the 
Republican, but by the Democratic Party. 
The political works of the saloon are uni- 
formly evil. Its power to do this evil will 
be greatly curtailed if the anti-saloon Re- 
publican movement achieves its purpose, 
which, as set forth by Mr. ALBERT GRIP- 
FIN, Chairman of the Organizing Commit- 
tee, ina letter to Judge Noan Davis, to 
which the New-York Tribune gives prom- 
inence, is briefly as follows: 

“The party is not asked to indorse prohibition, 
or any other specific measure, or to abandon 
any ofits distinctive principles. Whatis wanted 
is the adoption of a definite line of policy, touch- 
ing the temperance cause, having for its avowed 
object the destruction or greatest possible dimi- 
nution of the business of dramselling and the 
evils which result therefrom, and the ingrafting 
of this policy on present and future party plat- 
forms—the party in each State to decide for it- 
self, from time to time, what laws will, under 
the then existing circumstances, be best adapted 
to the attainment of the desired end.” 

This movement is timely in more-senses 
than one. A fight against the rum ele- 
ment is always in season; and we know 
of no more fitting time for a clever polit- 
ical move than the opening of a State 
canvass. It is not improbable that the 
organizers of this most praiseworthy anti- 
saloon movement are conscious of a 
double purpose. One is toserve the cause 
of temperance; the other is somewhat’ 
broadly hinted at in the following para- 
graph which our inadvertent evening con- 
temporary the Mail and Express allowed 
to be published yesterday as a part of its 
Trenton dispatch giving an account of the 
proposed conference: 

* The canvass for the Governorship may be 
said to be already under way. It is asserted 
that Mr. BLAINE will throw his persona] in- 
fluence into the campaign in behalf of WILLIAM 
WALTER PHELPS, and will take the stump in 
this State for his friend, besides the aid of Mr. 
REED, of Maine; Mr. Hiscock, of New-York, 
and ex-Gov. Lona, of Massachusetts.” 

It is high time for the Republican friends 
of Mr. PHeLps and Mr. BLAINE to take 
thought as to what they are going to do 
to win back to the party the Prohibition- 
ists in New-Jersey. The Trenton Gazette 
says: 

“The political fences. are dark with these 
voters from Sussex to Cape May. They say,*A 
plague o* both your houses. Your clamorous 
and excited scrambles for the spoils neither in- 
terest nor concern us, But here is a question 
that demands attention. Take up that and we 
are with you, heart and soul.’ ” 

The indications are that before long 
there will not be fences enough in New- 
Jersey to accommodate Prohibition voters. 
In 1884 they gave Sr. JoHN 6,153 votes. 
Last year the Prohibition candidates for 
the Assembly received a total of 9,013 
votes. It is clear that the anti-saloon con- 
ference is not a premature undertaking. 
Something must be done, and at once, to 
make these Prohibition votes available for 
Mr. PHeups this-Fall, and-for Mr. BLAINE 
in the hereafter. 

The policy adopted . by: the friends of 
these two gentlemen in New-Jersey is 
honorable and praiseworthy. Besides, it 
is very much more likely to be ‘successful 
than the attempt made by Mr. SHERIDAN 
SHOOK, the New-York Tribune, and other 
friends of Mr. BLAINE in this State to 
weld together the forces of the saloons 
and the forces of Buarne in an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance, The two 
policies are wide as the poles asunder, 
and it would. seem to be impossible for 
one man or one newspaper to be asup- 
porter of both at the same time. Such 
surprising moral feats as this, however, 
offer no difficulties to the New-York 

Tribune, It runs easily and gracefully 
with the New-Jersey hare, and yet keeps its 
place among the New-York hounds. In 
the course of a treatise upon the Trenton 
anti-saloon conference yesterday it emitted 
‘the following noble observations: 


“The belief that the saloon in politics is an 
evil agency, recognition of and alliance with 
which is incompatible with the maintenance of 

‘the high standards after which the organization 
has always striven, has for some time been grow- 
ing, and the mistakes of politicians who have

When read in connection with the 
Tribune's record upon the Biaine-Nooney 
Excise bill, these words have a strange 
and harshly discordant sound. It will 
be remembered that when the Legislature 
was in a fair way to pass a bill making 
legal the Mayor’s ..nexceptionable Excise 
appointments the Tribune caused its de- 
feat by suggesting that the appointments 
should be made by certain Judges, and later 
that the power to make them should be 
vested in the Board of Apportionment. 
The Tribune’s opposition to the bill was 
seized upon at Albany by its enemies as a 
pretext for rushing through the Nooney 
bill, by which the Excise Commission is to 
be continued as a power in politics in this 
city. Mr. BuatNne’s active and ardent 
friend, SHERIDAN SHOOK, rightly stated 
the purpose and working of this measure 
in the following now historic dispatch: 

ALBANY, May 12, 
To the Tribune, New-York City: 

The Excise bill will probably pass the Assem- 
bly to-morrow morning. Three Commissioners 
will be appointed under it, one a Republican, 
and not a Grace Republican. The bill will ma- 
terially help the Republican Party, giving Repub- 
lican saloon keevers tn the city the protection to 
which they are entitled, and will prevent the use 
of the department against us politically,

MISSOURI JUSTICE, 


Since the ‘‘ ForD boys” were employed 
by the authorities of Missouri to rid the 
State of the ‘(James boys,” and promised 
immunity for any crimes they might find 
it necessary to commit in the fulfillment 
of that mission, the administration of 
justice in that State has been of a breezy 
unconventionality. The appearance of a 
detective as a witness in the trial of Max- 
WELL and the story the detective tells on 
the stand are evidences of the disregard 
for tradition and for statute law which 
mark the attempts made in Missouri to 
secure substantial justice. 

The detective’s own story is that he got 
into jail in order to gain the confidence of 
MAXWELL, and worm his guilty secret 
out of him, under pretense of having com- 
mitted a forgery. But in fact there was 
no pretense about it. He did go to a bank 
and present for payment a forged check, 
knowing it to be forged. A detective was 
present by concert to arrest him, and he 
says that he did not mean to get 
the money on the check he present- 
ed. But he was engaged all the 
same in uttering forged paper, and an in- 
dictment was found against him by a 
Grand Jury, upon which he was locked up 
in default of bail. It does not appear 
that the Grand Jury were in the secret of 
this fraud upon justice which they were 
engaged in committing, but the Public 
Prosecutor was and made use of the 
forms of criminal justice in order to get 
his spy into a position in which he could 
watch MaxwELL without being suspected. 

An interesting question is raised as to 
the permissible limit of crime to which 
detectives may go in order to catch crim- 
inals. In the James case it seems to be 
practically the law of Missouri that a 
murder may be committed in order to rid 
the community of a robber, if, in the 
judgment of the Governor, the robber 
is @ more dangerous character than 
the murderer. It is true that 
JAMES’s operations included murder 
as well as robbery, but the sanctity of 
human life was not so much considered in 
his case as the-sanctity of property, as his 
own irregular execution shows. He was 
killed in order to reduce the risksof bank- 
ing in Missouri and the adjoining States. 
In the Maxwell case, again, the sanctity of 
human life isheld to be more inviolable 
than the sanctity of property. The 
agent of the State is not a murderer 
but a forger, who presents forged 
checks and is indicted for presenting 
them in amerry jest for the purpose of 
getting evidence againstamurderer. The 
question seems to be decided by public 
sentiment. We may have in turn a de- 
tective committing embezzlement for the 
purpose of convicting an incendiary or 
committing arson for the purpose of con- 
victing an embezzler, as arson or embez- 
zlement.seems to be the more dangerous 
crime. 

The effect upon the public mind of this 
method of thimble-rigging the Criminal 
Code to suit the purposes of the public 
prosecutors need scarcely be pointed out. , 
It is-obvious how deep a respect for the: 
law and its ministers it. is calculated to. 
inspire. But, apart from this, it is very’ 
questionable how far ‘it is likely to attain. 
the ends of justice in the particular cases 
in which the criminal law is perverted or’ 
violated in order to obtain a conviction 
or the removal of obnoxious _per- 
sons without trial, A .detective is not, 
as a rule, a person of scrupulous 
morality. The methods he commonly 
uses, even when they are not unlawful, 
render it out of the question that he 
should be. A person capable of playing 
forger in order to get himself into jail and 
of engaging to suborn witnesses in order 
to gain the confidence of a suspected mur- 
derer is not likely to be above lying or 
even swearing to a lie in order to secure 
a conviction, The detective in this case 
went to jail for the purpose of get- 
ting a confession out of MaxXwELL. His 
reputation for smartness and efficiency 
as a detective depended upon the produc- 
tion of, such a confession. There was no-, 
body but MaxweELL to contradict his 
story, whatever it might be, and Max. 
WELL’s contradiction was discredited in 
advance. There is thus a great tempta-: 
tion offered to a spy to fabricate a con- 
fession, and his evidence of a confession,, 
unless strongly corroborated, should be 
viewed with suspicion. In any case the 
conduct of the public prosecutor is

Setting a thief tc catch a thief is unfort- 
unately a practice without which the de- 
tective services of many communities 
would be deprived of their brightest orna- 
ments. But this is not quite the same 
thing as making one criminal and giving 
tue sanction of the law to his crime in 
order to catch another.

We regret to observe that Mr. Epwarp

That 
point is in dispute, and, consider- 
ing all the circumstances, it will not 
be to the advantage of the Bell 
Company to have it much taJked about. 
And does Mr. DicKERSON expect to be 
believed when he says that WILBER 
showed BELL’s application to BaLpwuiy, 
GrRay’s attorney, four days before the is- 
sue of the patent? Mr. BaLpwIN made 
two affidavits for the Bell Company last 
Fall and he does not mention this in- 
teresting circumstance.

** There are a good many cleverer poli 
ticians than GROVER CLEVELAND,” said 
the Sun yesterday, ‘‘ but few men know 
better than he how to put in a veto where 
it will-do the most good.” What a pity it 
is that he has not the power to veto 
separate items in a general appropriation 
bill.

The decision of Herren Po.iini and MAv- 
RICE, managers of the opera house in Ham- 
burg, not to engage hereafter any singers that 
accept offers to appear in the United States—a 
decision that has met with the concurrence of a 
number of German impresarii—has a twofold 
significance. It indicates that the chances of 
German operas taking root in America will be 
considerably lessened by a course of action that 
practically excludes from Germany artists that 
may have listened to the siren voices of Amer- 
ican speculators, and it shows that singers and 
players, whether Italian, German, or American, 
are cast in pretty nearly the same mold. Of the 
latter fact the experience of the last three years 
has been sufficient to supply evidence. lt has 
been generally understood that Italian greed, 
or, to put it more correctly, that the 
greed of persons singing in Italian opera, has 
been first and foremost among the causes of 
the suspended vitality of this branch of art. 
And it has also been understood and prociaimed 
with Wagnerian persistency and obstreperous- 
ness that in German theatres and among Ger- 
man performers art came first and Jlucre 
afterward. It would now seem that while 
it has required about fifty years of ex- 
tortionate demands on the part of Ital- 
ian vocalists to raise salaries to such 
a figure that the maintenance of a good com- 
pany would deplete thecoffersof the Bank of 
England, three years of prosperity enjoyed by 
German singers and actorsin the United States 
have given these people so inordinate an idea 
of their value that the home managers 
have had to form an organization for 
self-protection, while American impresarii,, 
discovering that a German troupe now costs 
nearly as much as an Italian one, will soon be 
forced to adopt toward Wagner’s representa- 
tives the same policy that keeps dozens of capa-. 
ble singers idle in Italy in fruitless expectancy,

A SCHEME TO INTRODUCE CABLE TRACTION 
IN THAT CITY. 

Boston, May 25.-~Gov. Robinson to-day 
signed the bill giving permission to the street 
railway companies of this city to consolidate and 
employ the cable system. Public interest is now 
centred upon the probable outcome of this 
measure, and opinions differ widely as to the ad- 
visability of a line of cable cars in the streets of 
Boston. A report current for some time that 
the Charles River, Highland, and Metropolitan 
Roads were to consolidate has now assumed the 
guise of fact, and it is believed that 


the details only remain to be arranged, 
The next question of interest to thd 
Public is the relation of the consolix 
dated roads to the Massachusetts Cabie 
Construction Company, whose Directors 
are: Messrs. Widener and Elkins. of Philadele 
phia, and C. L. James, Charles T. Gallagher, S, 
Lawrence French, John D. Sargent, and E. By 
Abbott, of this city and vicinity. This come 
pany owns several patents for grips, conduita, 
and other appurtenances for operating cable 
railways, fand the Philadeiphia Directors are 
also large owners in the traction company of 
that city. Their purpose is claimed to be to sell 
toany cable road company the use of their 
Patents, and itis denied that they have any di- 
rect interest in any cable street railway scheme. 
The company now has pending in the Legisla< 
ture a bill authorizing street railway companies 
to use the cable system, though good judges 
now assert that the present lawis insufficient 
for the purpose, and describe their course as & 
system of advertising their patents. : 

There is also another corporation here, known 
as the Boston Cable Street Railway Company, 
without other officers than a Board of Directors, 
& majority of whom are in the directory of the 
Massachusetts Cable Construction Company. 
Indeed they are so nearly alike in officers and 
objects that the general public has great diffi- 
culty in distinguishing them. The concern 
with the Boston prefix asbort time ago set the 
fashionabie part of the city by the ears by ask- 
ing permission of the Board of Aldermen to run 
a cable line the entire length of Beacon-street. 
The location was not granted, but it is claimed 
by the company that it will be when the proper 
time comes, It is surmised that the “ proper 
time” means when the bill now pending has 
passed the Legislature. 

It 18 believed in some quarters that the cable 
companies are in close connection witb the 
street railway companies, which, with President 
Moody Merrill, of the Highland Road, at their 
head, have just got their consolidation bill 
through the Legislature. On the other hand, 
some of those who pretend they are the insiders 
of the cable companies assert that Mr. Merrili 
rushed his bill through the Legislature in fear 
of them. In support ot this view it is claimed 
that the bill of the Massachusetts Cable Con- 
struction Company was presented to the Legis- 
lature in advance of Mr. Merrill's. Certain it is 
that the two syndicates have been watching 
each other’s movements very closely. 

In addition to all this it is reported that at the 
recent hearings before the Street Railway Com- 
mittee an unknown New-York party appeared, 
who claims to represent a company in that 
city having cable patents. It is supposed that 
the company to which he claims to belong is the 
one reported to have been organized in New- 
York without a road location or much of any- 
thing, except some patentsleft over from the 
Brooklyn Bridge competition. In connection 
with this is a story that this New-York com- 
pany has been working intothe consolidation 
scheme of the Boston street railways, and when 
the time comes wil! apply a cable system_ dif- 
ferent and much cheaper than the others, Other 
developments in this array ot schemes will b@ 
closely watched by the public. 








SPRINGFIELD’S GREAT FESTIVAL, 


CELEBRATING HER TWO HUNDRED AND 
FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 25.—The morns- 
ing opened with a leaden sky, with occasional 
splashes of rain, but notwithstanding this al) 
the incoming trains were heavily loaded with 
visitors to the opening of Springfield's two-day 
celebration of the two hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary of hersettlement. Long before noon 
the streets and public buildings were thronged 
with people. Yesterday the decorators ran quite 


out of material, but by evening they had replep-~ 
ished their stock from New-York, Boston, and 
Hartford, and during the night added 
considerably to the exterior ornamenta- 
tion of the public buildings. Never in 
the history of the city did the 
streets present so brilliant an appearance as to- 
day. early all the important buildings on the 
line of march of to-morrow’s grand parade are 
elaborately decorated with not only national 
colors but with the flags of ail nations. The 
streets are laced and interlaced with strings of: 
flags from the housetops, and Court-square, 
about which is clustered the City Hall, First 
Congregational Church, Court House, and other 
public buildings, presents a festive appearancs 
despite the lowering skies. Over the head of the 
statue of Miles Morgan, one of the early settlers, 
and about the other stately monuments are 
draped festoons of bunting and flags, and the 
elms, which have sheltered some of the oldest 
settlers, bear shields with the figures “* 1635-1888, 
and other emblems.

“So far as the 
management of the disinfection is concerned,” 
he added, “1 flatter myself, since seeing the re- 
ports of your last meeting, that we can come to 
a satisfactory agreement. Mr. Augustine Smith 
is reported as having read at that meeting a 
resolution passed on the subject by the Chamber 
of Commerce a yearago. It is somewhat sur- 
prising that the Chamber of Commerce did not 
communicate with me in the matter.” 

The Chairman explained that at the time the 
resolution was passed the disinfection af rags 
was under the control of the United States au- 
thorities at Washington, and that consequently 
the resolution was sent to them. 

Dr. Smith then read the preamble and resolu- 
tion, which are here presented: 

Wherras, It is stated that application has been made 
to the Secretary of the ‘ireasury by dealers and im- 
porters of rags in the United States to have the pro er 
and requisite disinfection required by the Treasury 
regulations made at the foreign shipping port prior to 
exportation to the United states, 

Re-oived, That this Chamber is of the opinion that 
the proper disinfection at the place of shipment will 
cause the removalof all germs of disease and un- 
beulthy consequences from the importation of rags into 
this country, and that the Chamber would recommend 
such action on the part of our Government as will re- 
quire such disinfecti.n at the port of shipment of ail 
invoices of rugs. and that the same shail be accompa- 





nied by the certificate of the United States Consui! set- 
ting forth the fact. unless. however. such invoice is 
accompanied by a certificate of the United States Con- 
su: that tbe rags were all gathered inacountry free 
from contagious or infectious ciseases. 

“Mr. Smith,” continued the Health Officer, 
**is further reported as saying: ‘We would re- 
garditasaspecial favor if you would submit 
that resolution to Heaith Officer Smith and ask 
him if he would be satisfied if those resolutions 
are complied with.’ TI wish to say to you, gen- 
tlemen cf the committee, that had the Chamber 
submitted that resolution to me officially there 
would have been no occasion for Mr. Smith to 
ask that question.” 

AN OFFER WITH ONE CONDITION. 

“TI desire to assure your committee and 
through you the Chamber of Commerce,” con- 
tinued Dr. Smith, “that I will accept the resolu- 
tion as published with only this statement that 
the official assurances of the United States Gov- 
ernment will be required that the concitions as 
specified in the resolution will be strictly com- 
plied with, and that in default of them all im- 
ported rags must be disinfected.” 

“Then,” said the Chairman, “ you accept the 
resolution as published ?”” 

‘** All that I have required from the beginning 
of this controversy,”* replied Dr. Smith, ‘is 
that rags should be made as clean as any other 
im port.”’ 

Mr. Augustine Smith asked Dr. Smith if he 
meant to imply that rags coming here from 
countries where no infection exists must undergo 
disinfection unless accompanied by an inspect- 
or's certificate that they bad been disinfected 
abroad. 

Dr. Smith replied that he had not come to the 
meeting to be chatechised by Mr. Smith. 

The Chairman of the committee, at Mr. Smith's 
suggecstion, rcpeated the question. 

**T mean to say.’ said Dr. Smith, “that the 
proof which I require is;jthat our Government 
shall furnish its assuranes to the Health Officer 
that the rags contain no infetion.”

“I must have assurances from our Govern- 
ment,’’ replied Dr. Smith, “*not from Consuls. 1 
have known Consuls to be engaged in trade, 
to be more interested in their ports than in their 
Government.” 

* And you would ask the Government, then,” 
said the Chairman, “to make provisions for en- 
forcing the regulations stated in the resolution, 
but the Government has already said in its last 
circular on the subject that it cannot formulate 
any regulations.” 

Dr. Smith said that there were properly ap- 
pointed representatives of 
abroad and that, under certificates from such 
representatives, at least six-sevenths of all the 
rags which arrived at this port during the 
past year had been admitted without disinfec- 
tion. He believed that the quantity of rags 
coming to this port annually was between 
165,000 and 175,000 bales.

He said: “In March, 1885, we received a 
consignment of rags by the steamship East 
Anglia from Trieste, in relation to which we nad 
certificates signed by the Health Officer of that 
port and certified to by the United States Consul 
there, setting forth the fact that the rags had 
been gathered in that district, which was en- 
tirely tree trom cholera or any other infectious 
or contagious disease, and setting forth also that 
the rags had been fumigated by sulphurous acid 

vs, in accordance with the regulations of the 

nited States Government on the  sub- 
ject. _The Health Officer of this port ac- 
cepted these certificates, but as the Govern- 

ent regulations called for a certificate by an. 

nspector, the Custom House authorities here 
refused to accept the certificates, and the rags 
had to undergo the so-called process of disin- 
fection. Butin April, 1885, we received another 
‘consignment of 250 bales of rags py the steamer 
‘Mercia, from Trieste, accompanied by precisely 
the same churacter of certificates, which were 
again accepted by the Health Officer, and, on 
the Collector of the Port refusing to allow the 
ragsto enter without fumigation we appealed 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, submitting a 
statement setting forththe nature of the cer- 
tificates accompanying the rags,and conclud- 
ing as follows: *The regulation only calls for 
one fumigation, and that having been done al- 
ready, the only point to be decided is whether 

easonable evidence of such fumigation has 

Goon presented. Having fulfilled the regulation 
as far as lay within our power, it would be an 
injustice to hold us responsibie for any incom- 
pPleteness or inherent weakness in the reguia- 
tion or failure on the part of the dedartment 
in promptly appointing Inspectors to carry out 
its provisions.’ In response to our appeal the 
Secretary of the Treasury instructed the Col- 
lector of this port to admit the rags without dis- 
infection.

In answer to other questions put by the Chair- 
man, he said that his firm had been doing the 
disinfecting since Aug. 1, 1885; that from that 
date to May 1, 1886, about 115,486 bales of rags, as 


; Shown by the Custom House records, had come 


into this port, and of that amount only 10,888 
bales bad been subjected to disinfection, the re- 
mainder being allowed to iand without disinfec- 
tion, as it was said to have been disinfected 
abroad; that the charges for disinfection were 
$5 a ton, and for lighterage 60 cents a ton each 
way, and that the rags were not sent to his 
warehouses either before or after disinfection 
unless ordered thither by the owners or by the 
Health Officer. 

In the course of his statements Mr. Bartlett 
was asked a question by Mr. Einstein, and he 
replied that he would not answer it until he as- 
certained whom Mr. Einstein represented.

A SENATOR IN WAR PAINT 


MR. INGALLS SAVAGELY ATTACKS 
GEN, BLACK. 

THE COMMISSIONER DENOUNCED AS AN 
IMPOSTOR—MORE WORK OF THE PEN- 
SION MILL—TWO VETOFS. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Republican Sen- 
ators and Representatives have not been slow to 
find fault with Pension Commissioner Black 
since his assertion that his Republicen predeces- 
sor used the Pension Bureau as a party engine, 
but their criticisms have taken on new vigor 
since they have learned that Gen. Black agrees 
with President Cleveland in deprecating the 
wholesale and indiscriminate passage of private 
pension bills by Congréss. Nobody ‘vas pre- 
pared, however, for such a deliberately savage 
attack upon the Commissioner as that made 
by Mr. Ingalls in the Senate to-day. A 
private pension bill was under discussion 
in the morning hour, and Mr. Sawyer and 
Mr. Cockrell were about the only persons pay- 
ing attention to the proceedings when Mr. Jn- 
galls took the floor and made some severe 
strictures upon the course of Gen. Black, who 
was, he declared, using his office to impede and 
obstruct the granting of pensions to soldiers 
who ought to have them, As Mr. Ingalls grew 
warm he accused the Commissioner of willfully 
slandering Col. Dudley, and then he secured the 
ears of all the Senators present by charging that 
Gen. Black was not now and never had been en- 
titled to the pension ot $100 a month now drawn 
by him. Word passed quickly through the 
Capitol that Mr. Ingalls was stirring up the 
Senate with a sharp personal speech, and by the 
time he had finished most of the Senators were in 
their seats, while a number of Congressmen had 
come into the chamber, and many additional 
visitors had appeared in the galleries. When 
Mr. Ingalls sat down Mr. Logan, in mild tones, 
expressed a hope that Gen. Black would not 
misuse his position, and the Kansas Senator 
went into the cloak room. He remained there 
while Mr. Cockrell earnestly defended the Com- 
missioner and vigorously denounced the attack 
upon him. Mr. Ingails was still in the cloak 
room when Mr. Voorhees began an answer to 
his speech, but he returned to his seat before 
the Indiana Senator bad spoken half a dozen 
sentences. He listened with bowed head while 
Mr. Voorhees eulogized Gen. Biack with woras 
of such warm praise as had rarely been heard in 
the Senate. He listened attentively while Mr, 
Voorhees pointed out that he (Mr. Ingalls) was 
Chairman of the Pension Committee which 
recommended giving Gen. Black $100 a 
month; but when Mr. Voorhees finished 
he drew bimself up to his full 
height and said he desired to make an observa- 
tion. Then Mr. Ingalls began one of the most 
bitter denunciations ever beard in the Senate 
Chamber. He admitted that he voted and 
worked for the Black pension, but he declared 
that he did so believing that the physical and 
mental disability claimed for Gen. Black at the 
time was real. He learned afterward, and he 
knew now, that the pension was obtained under 
false pretenses. Mr. Ingalls paced back and 
forth rapidly, as if impatient of the necessity 
for usiug Parliamentary language, and the veins 
on his forehead stood out like whipcords as he 
declared over and over that Gen. Black was 
an impostor, adding that he knew exactly the 
significance of the term. The man who could 
run for Congress, go into a canvass for a Gov- 
ernorsbip, and hold the office of Commissioner 
of Pensions was not entitled to a pension for 
total disability. When Mr. Ingalls referred to 
the assertion that Gen. Black was physically 
and mentally disabled, Mr. Voorhees excitedly 
declared that nobody ever claimed that the pen- 
sloner was mentally disabled, and Mr. Ingalls re- 
peated his assertion. Both Senators were red in 
the face when Mr. Voorhees squarely denied its 
truth. After Mr. Ingalis had finished Mr. Voor- 
hees also made a second speech, but the interest 
of the audience had reached its highest point 
while the Kansas Senator had the floor, and the 
seusation of the day was at an end. 

* * 

Two more vetoes of private pension bills were 
sent tothe Senate by the President to-day, but 
the Pension Committee continues to grind out 
the same sort of measures by the hundred, and 
its members say the President’s retoes will not 
deter them in their work. They have no ex- 
pectation of passing tbe vetoed bilis, and will 
make no special effort to do so, but the Repub- 
lican committeemen think they can make polit- 
ical capital out of the vetoes. Some of them 
are already writing to the would-be pensioners 
that it wil) be useless to put their bills through, 
as the President won’t let them become 
laws. The Senators who write these letters 
have an idea that the recipients will not be apt 
to vote for another Democratic President. The 
most active member of the Pension Committee is 
Senator Sawyer. He is also the youngest mem- 
ber in lengthof service, having taken his place 
in the committee on Murch 26. That was only 
two months ago, but up to date the Wisconsin 
Senator has passed upon and reported tothe 
Senate within a dozen of 400 private pension 
bills. It has been a close race between Mr. Saw- 
yer and Mr. Blair, who is Acting Chairman of 
the committee, but Mr. Sawyer is in the lead, 
The Senator is noted for his industry 
in other committee work, but be has 
adopted a system which expedites matters 
wonderfully. An ex-clerk of the Pension Office, 
who is familiar with the pension business, and 
a physician, whose entire time is engaged by the 
Senator, look over and arrange the papers in 
each Case referred tothe Senator by the com- 
mittee. Their salaries are paid from his private 
purse. When the cases are properly briefed 
they are laid before the Senator, who needs 
only a giance to decide how they sball be re- 
yorted. It is this system which enables Mr. 
Bawyer to dispose of 60 pension bills a week 
without interfering with his many other Sena- 
torial duties. Itis perhaps also due to this sys- 
tem that some of the bills which the Senate 
passes on Mr. Sawyer's favorable reports are of 
the kind to which the President is unwilling to 
attach his signature, ui 

* 
* 

With very little debate, and without bothering 
to take a yea and nay vote, the Senate passed 
to-day another general pension bill, designea to 
take an indefinite sum out of the Treasury, al- 
though it will bean amount iess than required 
by most of the pension schemes already passed 
and to be passed. The bill put througn to-day 
increases the present rate of pensions for the 
loss ot one hand or one foot from $24 to $30a 
month; the rate forthe loss of an arm or leg 
at or aboye the elbow or knee from $30 to 
$36, apd tbat for the loss ot a limb at the 
bip or shoulder joint from $87 50 to 
$45. These provisions, according to an estimate 
made by Commissioner Black, will add to the 
pension list $615,204 per annum. The bill also 
provides a pension of $30a month for total or 
permanent disability ot one band or one foot. 
How much this wil: cost the commission 1s un- 
able to guess, for there are no datu on which to 
base an estimate, it is not believed, however,that 
the totul cust of the bill will reach $1,000,000 a 
year, so that Senators regard it of such a pica- 
yune character asto be of very little impor- 
tance, At the same time protectionist Senators 
see in it one more obstacle in the way of a re- 
duction of customs duties, andso they look upon 
it kinaly.

“Uncle” Rufus Hatch, casting off his slouched 
hat, and flinging back his coat to expose an 
ample front of white waistcoat, made an argu- 


ment before the House Committee on Public 
Lands to-day against a bill to allow the building 
of a railroad in the Yellowstone Park that 
ought to cause the committee to consider very 
seriously the advisability of following the reck- 
less example of the Senate. The railroad pro- 
posed is described as one to run_ from 
Cinnabar, the last station on the Living. 
ston Branch of the Northern Pacific Raili- 
road, across the Yeilowstone Park to 
Clark’s Fork Mine. Mr. Hatch objects 
to it because it will give a railroad coutrol of 
the entire Yellowstone River in tne park. There 
were no limitations upon it, He thought that 
profiles should be filed and a survey shown. 
The bill grants the right to run as far as the 
Yellowstone Falls, and near enough to the Yel- 
lowstone Lake to meet the requirements of 
tourist travel. The object was not the open- 
ing of the Clark’s cork mining district, 
but to secure profitable Summer travel 
by railroad down the East Fork Yellowstone 
and Soda Butte Cafions. Mr. Hatch interested 
the committee when he told the members of 
itthat the location of the road was to be ap- 
Proved by the Secretary of the Interior, who 
has already disapproved of the proposition to 
have any railroad in the park. The Yellowstone 
Park did not come under.the provisions of law 
allowing grants of rightof wuy across public 
lands because the park, bythe act of March 1, 
1872, was ** withdrawn from settlement. occu- 
pancy, or sale under the laws of the United 
States,"’ and was dedicated as a public park. Un- 
til the uct of dedication is repealed, Mr. 
Hatch maintained, the park could not be 
turned over toa railroad corporation. He de- 
scribed the station privileges and the timber 
cutting privileges propused to be given in the 
best timber section of the park, and then de- 
clared flatly that the purpose was to secure a 
continuation of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
from Livingston through the park. The North- 
ern Pacitic is already at work surveying two 
roads from Billings under the acts of incorpora- 
tion from Montana, and in one bill they claim to 
have a charter to go through the park. He 
asked the committee to call the President and 
Vcie-President, manager, and attorneys of the 
road to give them information about these pro- 
bosed roads. About 550 citizens of Montana 
asked for the new road, and Mr. Hatch asked 

Shall the petition of 550 interested parties 
Seize tho national playground from its rightful 
Owners and turn it over toa ai ge railroad 
corporation to be despoilea?”? He gave the 
names of a number of Northern Pacific Direct- 
ors and stockholders who have applied to the 
Interior Department for transportation _privi- 
leges in the

It will not reverse its de- 
cision against the subsidy. |

THE BROADWAY TRACKS, 


RECEIVER O'BRIEN W AITING—NEGOTIA- 
TIONS FOR USING THE LINE, 

Receiver John O’Brien took no action 
yesterday looking to gaining possession of the 
property of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company. He passed a quiet day awaiting the 
answers of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
and Twenty-third-Street Companies to his de- 
mand that they should make some arrangement 
‘with him for paying tolls for the cars which 
they run over the Broadway line, but a)tbough 
it is certain that both these companies decided 
upon the course to be pursued in regard to this 
demand at the special meetings of their Direct- 
ors on Monday no answer came, and Mr. O’Brien 
was obliged to content himself in patience. 
When seen by a reporter yesterday afternoon 
the Receiver said that he did not expect to make 
any move to-day unless he received the answers 
of the roads, and possibly not if they came to 
hand. Itis not thought likely that any further 
step will be taken to get possession of the prop- 
erty until the visit of the Attorney-General to 
New-York, which will be on Friday next. 

The movements of Receiver O’Brien are 
watched with much interest by the officers and 
Directors of the Fourth and Sixth Avenue 
Railway Companies. An idea has occurred to 
them tbat the public would be greatly benefited 


| if their cars were allowed to run down Broad- 


way from Fourteenth-street to the Battery on 
the Broadway tracks. Suggestions having such 
an end in view have been made to Receiver 
O’Brien, the possible contingency of a 
withdrawal of the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company’s cars from the 
Broadway Surface Company’s tracks being held 
up as an argumentin favor of the proposed ar- 
rangement. Although Receiver O’Brien main- 
tains a discreet silence on the subject,it yet is 
understood that he looks upon the proposition 
with tavor. The officers of the Fourth and Sixth 
Avenue Companies are equally as reticent as Re- 
ceiver O’Brien concerning the exact nature of 
the negotiations, They admit that the arrange- 
ment would benefit them greatly, put claim 
that nothing definite has been done, 


ALBANY, May 25.— Attorney-General 
O’Brien in discussing some of the technical 
points raised by counsel tor the Broadway Road 
said: ** The law recognizes no divisions of a day. 
If James A. Richmond resigned his office at 10 
o’clock in the morning, and Goy, Hill signed the 
bill at 11 o’clock on the same day, Mr. Richmond 
will still be affected by two provisions of the 
statute. He was in Jaw still the President of the 
Broadway Road. But that 1s a trivial point 
which the courts wiil brush one side. We have 
made Mr. Richmond the defendant only as a 
matter of form. We might name as defendants 
the entire Board of Trustees. 1 might bave 
gone into court before this law was passed and 
under the common law applied for a Receiver, 
making no one the defendant. I hardly believe 
in such acase the company’s lawyers would 
have argued that the common law is unconsti- 
tutional. The arguments of these gentlemen 
which I have read in the newspapers cannot be 
gperious. They are reserving their strong points 
till the case is actually in court. 

**T shail appear before Judge Brown on Friday 
in New-York, to oppose the motion which will 
then be made in behalf of the Worcester Nation- 
al Bank to give the injunction permanency. I 
observe that Nash & Kingsford, counsel f r the 
bank, and who are, of course, among the circle 
of lawyers defending the Broadway Road, have 
also made James A. Richmond the defendant in 
the case. They, if anybody, ought to have 
known whether he was President of the road. 
Nopody seems to question the validity of 
Mr. O’Brien’s appointment as Receiver or has 
attempted to prove that the bili annulling the 
charter is unconstitutional. The only bill which 
is seriously attacked is the one preserving to the 
city the consents granted by the Aldermen and 
the property owners. If this should be declared 
unconstitutional the Receivership itself would 
still stand. In that case the Receiver would 
simply sell the assets of the company for the 
benefit of its creditors.”

A party of actors who thought they knew 
how to play baseball arranged a match the other 
evening between comedians and tragedians, the 
game to be played yesterday on the Polo Grounds, 
for the benefit of the family of the demented play- 
wright, Bartley Campbell. It was announced 
in some of the newspapers that the game 
would be called at 2:30 P. M.; in others that 
the fun would be begun at 3:30 P. M. The result 
was that those who reacnea the grounds at 2:30— 
and they were in the majority—stood without the 
gates for an hour, and were in ill humor when 
permitted to enter. Thesky was cloudy and a 
storm was threatening. The atmosphere was 
damp and chilly, and men and wome® io light 
Spring costumes shivered until their teeth rat- 
tled. Men wearing overcoats buttoned them up 
close to their chins, and women who wore heavy 
wraps were glad of it. Abouta dozen coaches, 
laudaus, and phaetons were drawn into the in- 
closure, and women who trod the boards in an- 
cient times were the principal occupants of 
these vehicles, Among the beauties of modern 
times were Eliza Weathersby, Gertie Granville, 
Mrs. Tony Hart, and Mrs. Will S. Rising. 

The comedians and tragedians who had agreed 
to play baseball reached the grounds ina tally- 
ho coach, and their arrival was the occasion for 
much rejoicing among the 500 shivering specta- 
tors.

REUPENING AN OLD HIGHWAY, 
Nyack, N. Y., May 25.—Considerable in- 
terest is connected with the reopening of an old 
highway, which was abandoned many years ayo, 
between Greenwood Lake anda point on the 
Erie Railroxnd a few miles west from here. The 
interest is due to tiie historic reminiscences con- 


nected with the road reterred to. It was known 
years ago by the name of the * Old Government 
road,” and was buiit by Gen. Ralph Erskine, of 
the American Army, during the early portion of 
the Revolutionary war.

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MUST PAY TH*® REVENUE TAX, 


THE COST OF SELLING LIQUOR IN CON- 
NECTICUT CLUBS, 

Hartrorp, Conn., May 25,—There has 
been for some time a question between the In- 
ternal Revenue Department and the various 
American and German clubs in this State as to 
whether they were liable to pay the special Gov- 
ernment tax for selling to their members beer, 
liquor, and cigars in the club rooms. The Hart- 
ford Club is the only one in the State that has 
paid this special tax, and it has done so for years. 
Collector Troup recently asked the opinion of 
United Siates District Attorney Stanton, 
who said they were liable, inasmuch as 
the members bought the liquors and tobacco. 


The clubs based their objections to paying on 
the fact that they were rot doing a regular 
business, but restrictea it solely to members of 
their associations; that it wasin no sense open 
tothe public. Judge Lynde Harrison, Hugh 
Dailey. and others of New-Haven took issue 
with Mr. Stanton, and at the request of Collector 
Troup the former prepared a statement giv- 
ing precisely the position of these clubs. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has decided on _ the facts presented 
that the clubs must pay, and has so 
notified the Collector. He says: ‘* Any course of 
selling, though to a restrictive class of persons, 
and to do eo ata profit is within the meaning of 
the statute imposing a special tax,’’ and that 
“the internal revenue special tax stamp is not 
a license, but a receipt for the tax, and its pos- 
session by a social ciub does not aay that the 
club is a dea'er in liquors or tobacco in a com- 
mercial sense.” This decision takes within its 
provisions ail the German singing societies and 
other clubs of every character where liquor, 
beer, or cigars are sold by the club to members.

EXAMINING TWO MAPS ' 
PROCEEDING IN THE TWO-MILLION-DOLLAR 
TELEGRAPH SUIT. 


Each one of the dozen jurors before 
Whom the suit of Receiver Farnsworth, of the 
Ssankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Company, 
against the "Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. is being tried, is a marked man, 


mnd a well watched man. Private de- 
tectives from two down-town agencies 
Awatch the movements of the jurors from 
ithe time they rise in the morning until they re- 
tire at night. Neither side proposes to let the 
‘other tamper with the jury or permitthe jury 
fixer to get his work in. 

The entire day yesterday was devoted to the 
cross-examination of General Manager Jones, of 
the Barkers and Merchants’, and was especially 
directed to explanations of discrepancies exist- 
ing between two maps of the company’s prop- 
erty. These were slight, vut of sufficient im- 

ortance in the eyes of Mr. Choate to warrant 

im in devoting a couple of hours to discussing 
them. Mr. Jones testified that the map row 

hown to the jury and the oneshown to the Fed- 
ral court at Hartford were virtually the same, 
»0th being made from the same data. Then the 
relation of the American Rapid Company's 
lines to those of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Company was all gone over again, as was also 
the story of the cutting of the lines by the 
‘Western Union officers July 10 last. He pro- 
duced a telegram to show that the cutting had 
resulted in a complete temporary destruction of 
the company’s business west of Cleveland. Its 
tosses by reason of the inability to carry on any 
business over its leased lines amounted to $70,000 
nonually. A proposition to introduce one of 
these leases, that of a wire between this 
city and New-Haven, Conn. to W. ; 
Hatch & Sons, made in 1883, resulted 
in alegal breeze and in bringing out the fact 
when the objection was overruled, that the 
Bankers and Merchants’ Company never had a 
Wire from this city to New-Haven, but that the 
wire leased to Hatch was the property of the 
Rapid Company. After it bad been decided that 
tnelease could be introduced in testimony it 
rouldn’t be found. The admission of this lease, 
ex-Senator Conkling told Judge Lawrence, 
opened the way to the admission of other testi- 
mony, and leases which would put all interested 
to = floundering in a soundless and shoailess 
sea. 

The court room was uncomfortably crowded 
throughout the day, and while Messrs. Choate, 
Conkling, Dillon, Ingersoll, and Vanderpoel were 
arjruing as to the admissibility of the Hatch 
lease people flocked to the room from all parts 
of the Court House until they were packed in 
Jike sardines ina box. The hearing will be con- 


tiaued to-day.

FUNERAL OF MRS, PENDLETON. 
QUIET SERVICES IN ZION CHURCH—DISTIN- 
GUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT. 

‘ When the casket containing the remains 
of Mrs. George H. Pendleton was carried into 
Zion Church, at Madison-avepue and Thirty- 
eighth-street, yesterday morning it was covered 
with plain wreaths of red and white roses, and 
there was no attempt at lavish floral display in 
the edifice. The funeral ceremonies were 
plainly and quietly conducted. The dis- 
tinguished ladies and gentlemen among the 
gmourners occupied front pews. Miss Jennie 
(Pendleton, who was badly injured at the time 
‘her mother was killed in Central Park, reached 
the church in a coach with her brother, 
Frank Key Pendleton. Miss Pendleton bore up 
bravely.

Her 
heavy black veil covered her face during the 
services.

COMMITTED WITHOUT BAIL, 
XAMINATION OF ALFRED L., BURGESS FOR 
PLOTTING AGAINST HIS WIFE, 

From the time that the doors of the 
/Sefferson Market Police Court were opened 
yesterday afternoon until late in the evening 
‘people wandered into the court to hear the testi- 
mony in the Burgess-Mulholland conspiracy to 
‘poison case. Mrs. Burgess was attended by a 
‘muumber of young ladies who came to offer their 
sympathy. In the private examination room 
the hearing was continued. Counselor House, 
who appeared for Burgess, first put Mrs. Burgess 
on the stand. Her story, as printed in Monday’s 
TIMES, was repeated, and under cross-examina- 
tion she said she would notswear that poison 
had been administered to her. She was unwill- 
ing to give any testimony, and was anxious to 
withdraw her complaint, which Justice Duffy 
refused to permit. Dr. Stevens, who attended 
Mrs. Burgess during her confinement and for a 
Tew Gays afterward, when she says the poison 
was given her, testified that he detected no 
evidence of poisoning when he visited bis pa- 
tient. Then Counselor House rested his case 

and asked for the discharge of hisclient. _ 

Justice Duffy, however, had the letter written 
by Burgess to his sister-in-law, Anna Mulhol- 
jand, read, and asked Mrs. Burgess if the letter, 
pudging from the handwriting, had been written 

y her husband. Mrs. Burgess refused to an- 
swer, whereupon the Justice held Burgess with- 
put bail for trial, and committed his wife as an 
unwilling witness to the House of Detention. 
Anna Mulholland, who is wanted as an accom- 
plice, has not yet been found.

AN ABANDONED WIFE'S SUPPORT. 

Litigation went on between Catharine 
and August Lachenmeyer for many years. It 
~was terminated last year by the death of Catha- 
rine. She had sought a divorce from August 
and a decree compelling him to support her. He 
had denied that she was his wife. From the 
gtatements on both sides it appeared that nearly 
20 years ago Catharine was the wife of a wealthy 
New-Orleans resident named Louis Dutour, but 
she wearied of Dutour and eloped with Lachen- 
meyer. Dutour procured a decree of divorce 
‘prohibiting her to marry again. But she aid 
jmarry Lachenmeyer, and with him took up the 
‘management of the old La Farge House, where 
the Grand Central Hotel now stands. She said 
she bought the hotel, and that Lachenmeyer 
squandered its value and then abandoned her, 
Jeaving her penniless. Lachenmeyer insisted 
that Catharine was not his wife, because the 
Louisiana decree of divorce pronibited her from 
marrying. 

While the divorce litigation was 
Charlotte Fowler Wellsloaned Mrs. Lachenmeyer 
about $600 for her living expenses. After Mrs. 
Lachenmeyer’s death Mrs. Wellssued Lachen- 
meyer forthe money. His defense was that a 
husband separated from his wife could only be 
compelled to pay for necessaries of life supplied 
to her. On this ground the complaint was dis- 
missed, but the General Term of the Supreme 
Court reversed the judgment of the trial court, 
holding that money given to an abandoned wife 
for the procurement of necessaries could be re- 
povered from her husband. The second triul of 

the suit has just been closed, before Judge 
Beach, with a verdict for $656 41.

The plan adopted is that 
of pavilion wards, the system to which Johns 
Hopkins gave the prize several years ago, and 
the astonishing success in the treatment of 
patients there thus far shows the practical value 
of the scheme. Two pavilions for women bave 
been already erected, and have been filled with 
patients. They are of a quaint and pieasing 
style of architecture, and cost from $1,500 to 
$2,000 each. But more are needed, for it is pro- 
posed to treat every case of cancer possible 
there. The architect’s plans, as at present 
matured, call for groups of cottages surround- 
ing a central administration house, and these 
groups will be repeatedithroughout the grounds, 
which are to be landscaped after the most im- 
proved methods. A teature of the endowment 
plan of the hospital is tuat the donor ot a pavil- 
jon may have it dedicated in his name. 

This new departure in bospital construction 
and operation will be watcbed with world-wide 
interest, and the Ladies’ Auxiliary Board of 
Managers intend to ao more than their share, as 
they have in the past. During the past three 
years over 8,000 patients have been treated at 
the hospital at No. 243 East Thirty-fourth- 
street. and to the expenses last year, amount- 
ing to $11,471 81, the ladies contrituted 
$3,612 89. With fair weather this year they will 
score a greater fashionable and financial success. 
The officers of the institution are W. Q. Riddle, 
President: John D. Archbold, Vice-President; 
Eiwurd Winslow, Treasurer, and Frederic Haas, 
Secretary. The ladies’ board is managed by 
Mr-. Richard Irvin. Jr., President; Mrs. J. 
O’Connor, Vice-President: Mrs. A. M. Dodge, 
Treasurer, and Mrs. D. T. Norden, Secretary, 
and includes Mrs. James Stokes, Mrs. Frank K. 
Sturgis. Mrs. John F. Scott, Mrs. C. Gray Dins- 
more, Mrs. J. E. Roosevelt, Miss E. Cockroft, 
Mrs. R. R. Colgate, and 13 others.

RUNAWAY GN THE BRIDGE. 
A COACHMAN SERIOUSLY HURT—RIGHTS 
OF A REPORTER, 

A collision occurred on the Brooklyn 
Bridge at 1:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon be- 
tween a loaded coal cart belonging to William 
Hazard & Co., of No. 71 Bridge-street, Brooklyn, 
and a private carriage owned by Dr. Shaw and 
driven by Joseph Grace, of No. 111 Boerum- 
place, Brooklyn. Both vehicles were coming to 
New-York, and were about 200 feet from the 
New-York entrance when the accident occurred. 


The driver of the coal cart left his team to go 
back for something he had dropped, and 
before he could return his’ horse started 
along the roadway and dashed into Dr. Shaw’s 
carriage, Which was a shortdistance ahead. The 
coachman was thrown from his box to the 
ground and the coal cart passed over a portion 
of his body, inflicting serious injuries. 

At the Chambers-sStreet Hospital it was found 
that Grace had sustained a compound fracture 
of one of his wrists, which will probably cause 
the loss of the hand, an injury to one foot, anda 
severe nervous shock. The horses attached to 
the carriage and the original runaway were 
stopped by the policeman at the end of the road- 
way, who closed the gates as soon as his atten- 
tion was attracted. Dr. Shaw, who was sitting 
in the coach, escaped uninjured. 

William C. Hull, a reporter of the Evening Post, 
on bis way to the scene of the accident, was 
stopped by Bridge Policeman Charies Daley, 
who told him he would not be allowed on the 
roadway. ‘The reporter showed his badge and 
passed the officer, who then arrested him and 
took him tothe Tomis. Before Justice O'Reilly 
Hull said that while he was in the custody of 
the bridge officer a city policeman, who gave his 
name as James Kelly, of the King’s Bridge pre- 
cinct, had culled him abusive names and struck 
him in the face. Justice O'Reilly discharged 
Hull, telling Daley he had no right to make the 
arrest, as the reporter was peaceably doing his 
duty, and then issued a warrant for the arrest of 
James Kelly. It was fouad, however, that there 
was no policeman of that name at the King’s 
Bridge precinct.

ACCUSED OF PERJURY. 

In October last Mathilda Silberstein, 
who had arrived in this country only a short 
time before, sued for adivorce from her nus- 
band, Marcus Silberstein,and in the evidence 
presented was an affidavit by Jacob narris, of 
No. 213 Madison-street, to the effect that he had 
been told by Silberstein that Miss Annie Berger, 
the daughter of Harris’s rartner, was Silber- 
stein’s wife, and that Miss Berger had assented 
to the statement. 

In the course of the trial Silberstein and Miss 
Berger denied the story,and charged Harris 
with perjury. Harris was before Justice Ford, 
in the Harlem Police Court yesterduy, on this 
charge. His counsel asked that the caxe be dis- 
missed, on the ground that as Mrs, Silberstein 
bad not been in the country long enough to ob- 
tain a standing in court the evidence of Harris, 
whether true or false, was of no effect. Justice 
Ford refused to dismiss the case, and the exam- 
ination will be continued to-morrow.

NOVELTY IN ORGAN BUILDING, 


—_»_-" 
SPECIAL FEATURES OF MR. JAMES BAILLIE 
HAMILTON’S VOCALION, 


A private hearing of the Vocalion Or- 
gan, the invention of Mr. James Baillie Hamil- 
ton, was given at No. 28 East Twenty-third- 
street yesterday afternoon. Mr. Hamilton is an 
Englishman, who began when a boy to study 
the science of acoustics, and is now an authori- 
ty on that branch of physics. While pursuing 
his studies in the University of Oxford, Mr. 
Hamilton’s attention was directed to the treat- 
ment of organ tones, and he eventually aevised 
a new method of treating reed tones which 
promised what it has finally accomplished—a 
| notable advance in organ building. The ordinary 
pipe organ, as is well known, is a large in- 
strument, complex in structure, occupying an 
amount of space that precludes the possibility 
of building an effective instrument except ina 


large church, and costing more than congrega- 
tions of smull mean: can afford. Musicians also 
know that the pipe organ gets out of tune very 
easily. It is, for instance, extremely su-ceptible 
to changes in temperature, which frequently 
affect its tone to suchan extent that it cannot 
be used in the performance Of masscs in con- 
junction with an orchesta. These same changes 
in tone, or rather alterations in piten, are un- 
hippy even in the use of the organ as a solo in- 
strument, for, as all musicial scientists know, the 
cbharucter of a composition is largely determined 
by the key 1n which it is written, and lowering 
the pitch balf a tone, for instance, from Ato A 
tiat, will makea serious difference in the effect 
produced and probably thwart the entire design 
of the composer. 

Mr. Humilton’s Vocalion Organ ts founded on 
a rational treatment of the reed by a system 
copied as closely as possible ufter that employed 
by nature in the human throat. In fact, instead 
of the cumbrous pipes used in the common 
church organ, Mr. Hamilton’s Vocalion contains 
a number of throats, ranging in size far above 
and far below the capacity of the human throat. 
The air passes from a wind chest, which corre- 
sponds to the human lungs, through these 
throats, causing the reeds to vibrate, and then 
goes into cavities modeled after the human 
mouth, whence it escapes, The production of 
tone thus proceeds upon a natural, yocal method. 
The tones of &foot and 16-foot stops are pro- 
duced perfectly by this method, but without any 
need of the long pipes used in a pipe organ. 
This at once does away with the necessity of 
great space for the instrument. The Vocalion 
Orvan exhibited yesterday was 6 feet high, 6 feet 
wide, and 24 feet in depth, yet it sad three 
manuals of keys, a pedal board, and 18 stops, in- 
cluding some of § feet and some of I6, 

This economy of size at once reduces the price 
of the instrument and brings it within tie reach 
of congregations whose purses are far from bot- 
tomless, The instrument shown yesterday will 
sell at about $1,500. A pipe organ containing 
the same stops and giving the same volume of 
tone would cost $5,000. But a saving in p:ice and 
space would go for little if power and quality of 
tone were sacrificed. The Vocalion sacrifices 
nothing. Its power issimply remarkable, while 
the quality of toneis rich, sweet, andsympathet- 
ic. The stops in the organ shown yesteruay are 
arranged with a view to instrumental effects, and 
the organ was essentially an orchestral in tru- 
ment. The leading stops were the violin, viol 
de gamba, viol d’amour, flute, clarionet, trump- 
et, and bassoon. The Vocalion stop is a new 
and beautiful tone, combining something of 
the qualities of the French born and the bass 
clarionet. Mr. Emanuel Moore yesterday per- 
formed the introduction to *“ Lohengrin,” pro- 
ducing instrumental effects that admirably re- 
sembled those given by the master in the or- 
chestra score. The vocal quality of all the 
stops in the instrument was particularly notice- 
able, showing at once that it was thoroughly 
suited to the support of the voice. In com- 
bination with the piano, played yesterday by 
Miss Garrigue,a most charming mingling of 
instrumental and vocal effects was produced, 

That this instrument has a distinct mission in 
the tuture cannot for a moment be doubted. It 
ean be comtined with the pipesof the usual or- 
gan with fine results. Its elastic and peculiarly 
responsive action will make it invaluable for 
concert purposes, as it is thoroughly adapted to 
the performance of any class of music. The 
field in which it will probably find its greatest 
usefulness in America is among churches of 
moderate size and wealth. It will supply them 
with all the power, richness, and variety of the 
great pipe organ at one-fourth the cost and at 
the expense of a much smaller percentage of 
space. The instrument isin use in Westminster 
Abbey, in St. Giles’s Catnedral, Edinburgh, and 
in other churches, where organists praise it 
heartily. Sir Arthur Sullivan, Dr. 8 Austin 
Pearce, Henry Carter, A. H. Messiter,and E, H. 
Turpin, President of the College of Organists, 
London, and other musical experts bave fully 
tested the Vocalion and are unanimous in their 
praise of it. 


SEEKING HIS FATHER’S BODY, 





MYSTERY CONCERNING THE BURIAL OF 
JOHN HAHN, AN ALMSHOUS! INMATE. 
John Hahn, 74 years old, who had repre- 

cented himsel! as a homeless and frieudless man, 

died in tbe almshouse on March 16, and his body 
was sent tothe Morgue for burial in Potter’s 

Field. On March 23 23 bodies were sent from 

the Morgue for burial, two of which, those of 

Alahn and a woman, bad come from the alms- 

house. A few weeks ago a young man of the 

name of Hahn heard of the ceath of Jobn 

Hahn, and, supposing that it was his father, ap- 

plied to the health authorities for‘a permit to 

remove the body from Potter’s Field. A coffin 
bearing the name John Hahn was dGisinterred, 


but the body 1t contained was that of a tall man 
with thick bair, while the father of the young 
man was shortand ald. 

It was then learned that James McCullough, 
who answered the description of the exhumed 
body, had died at about the same time as Habn, 
and that his body bad been buried in St. 
Michael’s Cemetery, in Astoma, on March 17. 
Young Habn was convinced that his father’s 
body had been buried as that of McCullough, 
and last week went to the cemetery and bad the 
grave opened. The body was not that of his 
father, however, and he prevailed upon the 
keeper of the cemetery to tuke up all the bodies 
which had been buried on March 17. Tuere were 
four mall, but Hahn was unable to identify 
either of them as thatof his father. He applied 
totbe Health Board again yesterday, and Dr, 
Nagle told bim to find the undertaker who 
buried McCullough. 

L. F. Lockridge, the undertaker, said there 
was no doubt that the body he buried on March 
17 was that of McCullough, as he put itin the 
coffin himself. Hesuggested that pernaps the 
Jobn Hahn who died at the almsnouse was not 
young Habn’s father. Dr. Nayle,thougnt there 
might bave been some mistake in attaching the 
tags to the coffins, but if so the mistake was 
made at the almshouse and not at the Morwue, as 
the clerk at the latter piace simply registers the 
names On the oxessentto him, and the bodies 
are not placed in coffins there. 

Young Hahn failed to leave his address at the 
health office or at the Morrue,

PRODUCE EXCHANGE FINANCES, 
The Produce Exchange had its annual 
meeting yesterday, and President Vail delivered 
an address reviewing the year’s business and 
submitting the Treasurer’s report. During the 


year the mortgage debt of the Exchange was re- 
duced to $1,400,000, from $1,635,000, and a floating 
debt of $55,000 has been canceled. The reduction 
of debt has been mainly due to the receipt of 
$241,000 netted from the sale of the old Exchange 
to the Government. Increase in the assessed 
valuation of the Exchange proparty from $800,- 
000 to $1,500,000 has increased expenses $18,000. 
Incidental expenses increased $1,342 83, including 
$1,20989 for the Grant funeral decorations, Sala- 
ries and wages of employes have been incrensed 
$4,520 07. Rents during the year increased $14,- 
431 71, the interest account was reduced $3,348 30, 
and by the use of its own boiler system $7,680 6 
has been saved in steam and fuel. Income from 
all sources amounted to $269,991 29, of which 
$177,546 19 was for rents, $75,000 for annual dues, 
and $17,445 10 from othersources. Expenditures 
aggregated $224,613 23, of which $72,089 36 was 
for interest; $41,069 03 for taxes, and $111,454 84 
for other expenses. Only one office in the Ex- 


change building is now unoccupied. The gratu-. 


ity fund bas entered on its fifth year with a sur- 
plus amounting to $821,678 33.
